Potrero  Housing  Project  for  War  Workers,  now  called  Potrero  Terrace.  The  469 
units  were  built  as  a result  of  President  Franklin  Roosevelt’s  1937  Housing  Act. 
which  was  designed  to  clear  slums  and  provide  low-rent  housing.  During  World 
War  Two,  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  gave  housing  priority  to  war 
industry  workers,  who  were  streaming  into  the  City.  Public  housing  was  also 
built  at  22nd  and  Missouri  streets,  now  called  the  Potrero  Annex,  Carolina  and 
24th  streets  - the  Wisconsin  Project  - and  at  the  site  of  the  current  International 
Studies  Academy;  the  Carolina  Project.  There  was  so  much  public  housing  in 
Potrero  that  less  than  a half-century  ago  if  you  lived  in  the  neighborhood  it  was 
often  assumed  that  you  resided  in  one  of  these  projects.

Sex  Workers  Suffer  During 
Economic  Downturn

In  sexually  indulgent  San 
Francisco,  many  sex  workers 
consider  themselves  lucky  to  be  free 
of  the  harassment,  repression,  and 
persecution  their  profession  is  subject 
to  elsewhere.  But  even  in  the  City 
the  sex  business  is  under  pressure. 
Last  fall,  Proposition  K,  a municipal 
ballot  measure  to  decriminalize  sex 
work,  lost  to  a well-funded  anti- 
trafficking campaign  led  by  Mayor 
Gavin  Newsom  and  District  Attorney 
(DA)  Kamala  Harris.  Then  came  the 
financial  crisis,  resulting  in  job-loss 
and  steady  cuts  to  health  and  welfare 
services.  Sex  workers  and  their 
advocates  agree:  sex  work  is  not  a 
recession-proof  business. 

“Business  is  definitely  slower  in 
this  economy.  We  spent  years  in  this 
artificially  inflated  economy  and 


a ridiculous  amount  of  money  was 
being  thrown  around.  I think  people 
are  being  very  cautious,”  said  Rich, 
a male  sex  worker  and  performance 
artist  who  dropped  out  of  college, 
moved  to  San  Francisco,  and  became 
a sex  worker  twelve  years  ago  after 
discovering  he  really  liked  older  men, 
“We  all  are  suffering  right  now." 
agreed  Acire,  a dominatrix.  escort, 
and  Tantric  masseuse,  as  well  the 
co-founder  of  San  Francisco  Sex 
Workers  Outreach  Project.  “Once 
our  clients  lose  their  jobs,  we  lose 
business.”  According  to  Acire,  when 
long-term  clients  tell  her  they  don’t 
have  the  money,  she’s  happy  to  give 
them  breaks,  calling  the  discounts 
“recessions  specials."

Helipad  Bill  Fails  to  Find  Landing  Pad

A bill  to  strip  local  governments 
of  their  power  to  regulate  the  siting  of 
hospital  helipads  has  been  rendered 
temporarily  unconscious.  Earlier 
this  year  California  State  Assembly 
members  Jerry  Hill  of  San  Mateo, 
and  Tom  Ammiano  of  San  Francisco, 
introduced  Assembly  Bill  (AB)  1272, 
which  would  virtually  eliminate  a 
city  or  county  government’s  ability 
to  stop  helipad  construction  at 
hospital  trauma  centers.  After  being 
amended  several  times  and  missing 
a key  legislative  deadline,  the  bill  is 
currently  in  limbo,  though  Hill  may 
reintroduce  it  next  year. 

The  bill  initially  garnered 
support  from  the  California  Hospital 
Association  and  the  American 


Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  (AFSCME),  a 
branch  of  the  AFL-CIO.  AFSCME 
believes  that  helicopters  can  provide 
safe  and  fast  transport  of  trauma 
patients,  thereby  increasing  survival 
rates.  The  California  League  of 
Conservative  Voters  and  the  Coalition 
of  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods 
oppose  the  bill. 

As  originally  drafted,  AB  1272 
would  have  eliminated  local  barriers 
to  helipad  development  by  making 
it  clear  that  the  state  code  doesn’t 
authorize  “a  city,  county...  to  prohibit 
a trauma  center  from  installing  a 
helicopter  landing  pad.”  Hill  authored 
the  bill  to  stop  neighborhoods 
surrounding  hospitals  from  blocking 
helipads  “through  the  county  board 
of  supervisors’  appro\)al  process  or 
through  the  local  land  use  process.” 

According  to  Randy  Pestor  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Environmental 
Quality,  there’s  “no  documentation 
that  local  government  officials  have 
denied  installation  of  helipads.”  a 


finding  confirmed  by  the  Coalition 
of  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods  and 
Neighbors  of  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital.  In  2006  voters  in  Hill’s 
own  San  Mateo  County  approved 
the  construction  of  Mills  Peninsula 
Medical  Center,  which  includes  a 
helipad.  Pestor’s  analysis  of  AB  1272 
also  questioned  whether  legislation 
that  reduced  local  governments’ 
ability“to  address  environmental  and 
land  use  issues”  would  decrease  the 
public’s  confidence  in  the  power  of 
its  elected  officials.  “Will  the  public 
merely  object  to  an  entire  trauma 
center  project”  if  elected  officials 
can’t  guarantee  that  the  forthcoming 
trauma  center  will  never,  at  some 
point,  include  a helipad? 

AB  1272’s  current  version  requires 
hospitals  with  trauma  centers  to 
“include  within  [their]  trauma  system 
plan  the  provision  of  air  transport.” 
This  language  points  directly  at 
helipads,  according  to  Loretta  Lynch,

Recreation 
Centers  Hit 
Hard  by 
Budget  Cuts

Layoffs  of  72  full-time  recreation 
director  positions  - representing 
many  more  individuals  who  work 
part-time  - by  the  City’s  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  (RPD)  has 
hit  Southeast  San  Francisco  hard. 
Last  Spring  speaker  after  speaker 
during  public  comments  at  Board 
of  Supervisor  hearings  on  RPD  cuts 
described  directors  as  big  brothers 
and  sisters,  and  sometimes  father 
and  mother  figures,  for  scores  of 
at-risk  youth  who  have  few  other 
positive  role  models  to  support  them. 

According  to  one  RPD  employee, 
who  asked  not  to  be  named,  the  City 
was  “setting  us  up  to  fail.  They  take

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Publisher’s  View 
Conflict

Whenever  a new  park  is  being 
planned,  or  an  old  one  renovated, 
conflict  inevitably  surfaces  between 
those  who  want  more  space  for 
(unleashed)  dogs  and  those  who 
want  a larger  dog-free  area  for 
their  children  to  roam,  with  athletic 
playing  field  advocates  occasionally 
getting  into  the  mix.  Tempers 
flared  over  the  right  size  and  place 
for  the  dog  use  area  when  Esprit 
Park,  was  being  remodeled  a few 
years  ago.  Dog-lovers  have  fought 
efforts  to  replace  the  natural  grass 
with  artificial  turf  on  the  baseball 
diamond  cum  dog  run  above  the 
Potrero  Hill  Recreation  Center.  And 
heated  conversations  are  occurring 
over  how  best  to  accommodate  dogs 
and  families  as  part  of  a campaign  to 
reclaim  McKinley  Square’s  denuded 
grassy  area  and  surrounding  trails. 

While  the  conflicts  often  turn  on 
arguments  about  how  damaging  dogs 
can  be  to  grass,  or  the  political  power 
of  the  dog  lobby,  they’re  really  driven 
by  something  much  larger:  a lack  of 
green  space,  particularly  in  Southeast 
San  Francisco.  We’re  nipping  at  each 
other  because  we’re  increasingly 
feeling  caged-in.  And  unless  we  act 
soon,  it’s  going  to  get  worse. 

Roughly  a quarter  of  a million 
dogs  and  children  share  our  seven 
by  seven  miles  peninsula,  with 
dogs  making  up  the  better  half. 
The  Dogpatch,  Mission  Bay,  and 
Showplace  Square  neighborhoods 
are  expected  to  house  or  employ  tens 
of  thousands  of  additional  people, 
along  with  their  pets,  over  the  next 
two  decades.  Yet  rather  than  creating 
the  kind  of  vision  that  led  to  Golden 
Gate  Park  more  than  a century  ago. 
current  planning  efforts  mostly  focus 
on  turning  a few  wide  streets  into 
plazas  and  pocket  parks.  Unless  we 
ratchet-up  the  public  conversation  to 
a completely  different  level,  chances 
are  by  mid-century  dogs,  families, 
athletes,  and  the  homeless  will  be 
stumbling  over  one  another  on  small 
patches  of  grass  wedged  between 
(non-gasoline-powered)  car-choked 
streets. 

On  a sunny  weekend  Dolores 
Park  - outside  of  Golden  Gate  Park, 
the  City’s  premier  urban  space  even 
with  its  patchy  grass,  unusable 
restrooms,  and  odd  lack  of  logical 


pathways  - attracts  upwards  of 
10,000  hipsters,  soccer  players,  kids, 
and  dogs,  all  neatly  ghettoized  into 
their  few  hundred  yards  of  paradise. 
Although  Esprit  Park  serves  a similar, 
if  smaller,  role,  and  there’s  hope  that 
significant  open  space  will  be  created 
as  part  of  Pier  70  redevelopment. 
Southeast  San  Francisco  deserves 
multiple  Dolores  Parks. 

Given  current  land  use  patterns, 
the  most  likely  candidate  to  play  that 
role  is  Jackson  Park,  combined  with 
a public-private  partnership  to  turn 
the  fallowed  Goodman  Lumber  site 
into  a field-intensive  sports  complex. 
Jackson  Park  should  be  re-imaged  as 
a larger  open  space  that’s  designed  to 
meet  the  community’s  future  needs. 
The  park  should  be  extended  onto 
Carolina  Street,  and,  if  a deal  can  be 
struck  with  the  developer,  include 
all  or  part  of  the  lot  to  the  west.  One 
or  both  of  the  athletic  fields,  which 
mostly  cater  to  sporting  teams  from 
outside  the  neighborhood,  should  be 
removed,  to  make  way  for  larger  play 
areas  for  local  singles  and  families, 
pet-less  or  otherwise.  Reserving  more 
than  half  the  park  for  use  by  athletes 
from  throughout  the  Bay  Area  doesn’t 
makes  sense  in  a community  that 
needs  more  room  to  roam. 

Although  Lowe’s  has  an  option  to 
turn  the  Goodman  Lumber  site  into 
another  of  its  outlets,  the  national 
chain  already  has  a store  less  than 
10  miles  away.  Transforming  this 
block  into  a multi-level  sports 
complex,  with  athletic  fields,  indoor 
play  spaces,  ice  skating  rink,  and 
pool,  would  be  a better  use  for  it 
then  creating  another  overgrown 
hardware  outlet.  Since  it’s  dominated 
by  light  manufacturing  uses,  it’s  a an 
appropriate  area  to  place  fields  that 
cater  to  athletes  that  travel  multiple 
miles  to  compete. 

Well-resolved  conflict,  focused  in 
the  right  direction,  is  the  pathway  to  a 
better  future.  Rather  than  pitting  our 
dogs  and  kids  against  each  other,  let’s 
join  packs  to  create  enough  space  for 
aU  of  us.  Politicians  have  a weak-spot 
for  well-mannered  canines  and  cute 
children.  And  if  they’re  not  willing 
to  play  ball,  our  dogs  and  kids  should 
be  encouraged  to  vocalize  together  in 
a mighty  howl.

Crime 

Although  police  reports  indicate  that 
on  July  9 two  people  were  shot  on 
the  800  block  of  Kansas,  neighbors 
say  that  the  incident  more  likely 
happened  on  Wisconsin  Street,  where 
the  two  victims  may  have  shot  one 
another.  Where  the  shooting  occurred 
may  not  be  as  important  as  why, 
and  how  to  reduce  the  frequency 
of  this  type  of  violence.  According 
to  Bayview  District  police  sergeant 
Jedd  Conley,  most  shootings  in  the 
City  are  targeted  towards  specific 
individuals,  rather  than  part  of 
random  robberies  or  violent  acts. 
There’s  multiple  communities  out 


there;  in  some,  disputes  are  fought 
by  attorneys,  in  others  by  guns... In 
what  turned  out  not  to  be  criminal 
activity,  a late  night  neighborhood 
roof-hopper,  who  drew  the  attention 
of  the  police,  was  trying  to  break 
into  his  own  home  after  losing  his 
keys  while  drunk.  Last  month  Hill 
residents  were  awoken  at  3 a.m.  on 
a Sunday  by  a yell  from  a police 
officer,  who  was  pointing  his  gun 
at  a De  Haro  Street  resident  who’d 
been  hopping  from  rooftop  to  rooftop 
on  the  east  side  of  Rhode  Island, 
between  22nd  and  23rd  streets.  The 
De  Haro  resident  was  (temporarily) 
arrested.  It’s  apparently  not  the  first 
time  he’s  tried  this  unconventional 
entry  to  his  apartment.  If  you’re 
not  Spiderman,  stay  off  of  other 
people’s  roofs...  Also  last  month, 
police  received  word  from  a neighbor 
that  five  cars  on  20th  and  Rhode 
Island  streets  were  being  broken 
into.  The  cops  quickly  responded,  and 
caught  the  thieves  in  action.  Word  to 
the  wise:  keep  valuables  out  of  your 
car... Meanwhile,  contrary  to  earlier 
promises,  the  police  department  is 
chewing  up  parking  spaces  around 
its  new  tactical  and  motorcycle  units 
headquarter  building  on  16th  and  De 
Haro  streets. 

Another  Kind  of  Crime 

Complaints  from  the  Potrero  Boosters 
Neighborhood  Association  that 
1250  Missouri  Street  was  illegally 
being  developed  for  residential 
use  prompted  a hearing  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisor’s  Land  Use  and 
Economic  Development  Committee 
last  month.  The  property  is  located 
in  an  industrial  protection  zone  that 
prohibits  residential  uses,  and  was 
approved  for  light  industrial  and 
commercial  uses  in  2001.  However, 
the  building’s  kitchens  and  bathrooms 
seem  to  be  designed  for  live/work 
housing.  Concerns  came  to  a boil 
when  neighboring  business  owner 


and  Potrero  Hill  Association  of 
Merchants  and  Businesses  president 
Keith  Goldstein  received  word  that 
bathtubs  were  being  added  to  the 
development,  and  Boosters  president 
Tony  Kelly  located  online  real  estate 
listings  for  live/work  housing  at 
the  property.  A representative  for 
the  building  owners  assured  the 
committee  that  plumbing  would 
be  capped  within  the  walls  so  that 
the  illegal  kitchens  and  bathrooms 
aren’t  installed,  and  the  Planning 
Department  flagged  the  building 
with  a special  notice  so  that  the  City’s 
zoning  administrator  can  review 
future  development  applications, 
with  the  neighbors  notified  of  any 
new  activity. 

The  Grass  is  Greener 

Responding  to  requests  from  the 
quite  active  McKinley  Square  Park 
Community  Group,  San  Francisco 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department's 
Steven  Cismowski  announced 
last  month  that  new  sod,  and  an 
improved  irrigation  system,  will  be 
installed  at  the  park.  The  grass  will 
consist  of  Bermuda/rye,  with  an  over 
seeding  of  fescue.  That,  with  the 
remaining  viable  kikuyu  that  will 
likely  remain,  will  produce  a grass  for 
every  microclimate  within  the  small 
park.  With  normal  wear  and  tear,  the 
grass  combination  should  last  a good 
long  time. 

Sometimes  You  Feel  Like  a Nut 

Potrero  Hill  mom  Katherine  Doumani 
recently  issued  a warning  to  the 
Potrero  Hill  Parents  Association 
listserv  warning  of  “pine  nut  mouth,” 
which  apparently  is  afflicting  people 
worldwide  who’ve  eaten  a particular 
variety  of  pine  nut  that  may  originate 
in  China.  Within  a day  and  a half 
after  eating  the  nuts  the  consumer 
experiences  a bitter  taste  that 
makes  eating  entirely  unpleasant, 
a sensation  that  can  last  upwards 
of  two  weeks.  Pine  nut  poison 
appears  to  be  individual-specific; 
neither  Doumani’s  husband  nor  her 
daughter  were  afflicted.  Another 
subtle  warning  to  know  where  the 
things  you  put  in  your  mouth  come 
from.  Which  is  to  say;  buy  local. 

We  Need  a New  Drug 

New  York  drug  giant  Pfizer  has 
flushed  its  plans  to  open  a biotech 
research  center  near  the  University 
of  California,  San  Francisco,  Mission 
Bay  campus.  The  pharmaceutical 
firm  had  announced  last  year  that  it 
would  locate  in  the  neighborhood, 
but  reconsidered  after  its  merger 
with  Wyeth  Pharmaceuticals.  Even 
without  a large  private  sector 
anchor  tenant,  small  biotechnology 
companies  continue  to  eye  the  area 
to  plant  their  facilities.  Growth  may 
be  slower,  but  it  will  almost  certainly 
come.  The  immediate  question  is 
what  happens  to  the  half-constructed 
building  Pfizer  was  going  to  occupy 
on  Third  Street. 


Repower  or  Die 

In  June  the  California  State  Water 
Resources  Control  Board  issued  draft 
regulations  that  would  require  power 
plants  that  use  once-through  cooling 
(OTC)  - which,  by  sucking  water  out 
of  the  ocean  or  bays,  kills  millions 
of  organisms  - to  repower,  retire,  or 
find  another  way  to  avoid  destroying 
marine  life.  The  Potrero  Power  Plant, 
which  relies  on  OTC,  would  have  to 
comply  within  one  year  after  the 
effective  date  of  the  final  policy;  most 
likely  by  2011.  The  rule,  if  adopted, 
would  be  yet  another  bullet  into  a 
plant  that  everyone  but  its  owners, 
the  Mirant  Corporation,  and  the 
California  Independent  System 
Operator,  wants  to  die.  View  readers 
are  encouraged  to  throw  a rock  at 
the  plant  themselves,  by  acting  on 
the  plant  closure  advertisement  that 
appears  later  in  this  issue. 

Are  You  Kidding? 

Last  month  the  View  received  a 
press  release  that  began.  “Did  you 
know  that  several  police  dogs  in  San 
FVancisco  (and  throughout  the  SF  Bay 
Area)  do  not  have  bulletproof  vests?” 
The  release  went  on  to  describe 
efforts  to  buy  the  dogs,  particularly 
those  serving  Nob  Hill,  protective 
vests.  The  City  and  state  are  cutting 
funds  for  ail  manner  of  essential 
health  and  social  services  for  humans, 
and  buying  bullet  proof  vests  for 
dogs  surfaces  as  a pressing  issue? 
Ouch.  To  be  fair,  if  you’d  rather  buy 
protective  gear  for  an  animal  than 
donate  to  a local  food  bank  or  school, 
contact  Louise  V.  Tully,  Western 
States  Police  Canine  Association. 
650.652.5650. . .In  another  sign  of  the 
times,  signatures  are  being  collected 
for  a ballot  measure  that  would 
require  legislators  to  certify  that 
they  understand  what  they’re  voting 
on,  and  that  they  haven’t  accepted  a 
bribe.  Nobody  trusts  no  one,  these 
days. 

A Passing  Age 

The  death  of  Marylouise  Allen  Lovett 
(see  obituary  later  in  this  issue) 
reminds  us  that  a profound  set  of 
chapters  in  world  history  is  starting 
to  be  relegated  to  the  back  of  the 
book.  Those  who  survived  the  Great 
Depression  and  the  Holocaust,  who 
fought  in  World  War  II.  and  for  civil 
rights,  who  worked  through  San 
Francisco’s  industrial  age,  creating 
the  City  we  currently  enjoy,  are 
reaching  four  score  years  or  older. 
Many  have  died,  their  memories  left  to 
their  children  and  friends,  scattered 
monuments,  and  recordings.

Before  opening  the  business,  co- 
owners Tina  Fisher  and  Andrea 
Ortega  thought  that  “there  was  no 
way  we  could  own  a place,"  according 
to  Fisher.  But  when  they  got  the 
green  light  to  move  in,  the  couple 
jumped  on  the  opportunity.  “We 
had  no  plan,  going  into  it.  In  terms 
of  business  ventures,  we  probably 
did  the  whole  thing  backwards.” 
she  said. 

Baked  offers  scones,  muffins, 
tarts,  and  a host  of  other  freshly- 
made  treats.  It  specializes  in  custom 
and  individual  cakes,  with  Ortega 
applying  her  artistic  hand  to 
decorations.  The  bakery  regularly 
fashions  holiday  goodies:  for  the 
fourth  of  July  it  offered  cookies  and 
cupcakes  with  red.  white,  and  blue 
sprinkles. 

One  weekday  morning,  Fisher, 
who  has  yet  to  acclimate  to  her 
crack-of-dawn  work  life,  pointed 
to  an  array  of  cherries,  peaches, 
and  nectarines,  all  of  which  were 
purchased  at  the  Noe  Valley  Farmer’s 
Market.  As  the  seasons  change,  so 
too  do  the  fruits  the  bakery  relies 
on.  Baked  gets  its  flour  from  Giusto’s 
Vita-Grain  in  South  San  Francisco, 
and  its  chocolate  from  Burlingame- 
based  Guittard’s.  No  preservatives 
are  used  in  any  of  the  bakery’s 
products. 

Because  their  workspace  is  so 
*ny,  Fisher  and  Ortega  have  to 
be  as  efficient  as  possible.  “It’s 
manageable,”  said  Fisher.  Without 
a freezer,  the  duo  must  be  selective 
about  “what”  and  “how  much”  they 
offer  customers.  For  example,  Baked 


willingly  caters  for  “small  events," 
said  Fisher.  “Two  hundred  or  less 
people,  we  can  usually  do.  We  will 
always  try  to  do  whatever  we  can  to 
make  it  happen.” 

When  Fisher  and  Ortega  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  a decade  ago  they 
took  up  comfortable  residence  in 
the  Castro  District,  and  remained 
largely  ignorant  of  the  Potrero 
neighborhood.  Now  perched  at 
the  top  of  the  Hill,  along  one  of 
the  community’s  main  commercial 
strips,  they’re  pleased  with  the  easy- 
going nature  of  the  neighborhood 
and  its  residents.  They  frequently 
interact  with  other  local  businesses, 
particularly  Farley’s,  which  is 
located  up  the  street  at  18th  and 
Texas  streets.  “We  don't  make  bagels 
or  croissants,”  confessed  Fisher.  “If 
a customer  wants  one,  we  send  them 
up  the  street.  They  do  the  same  for 
us.”  According  to  Fisher,  this  is  all 
part  of  the  Potrero  Hill  philosophy: 
“keep  the  business  going  on  the 
Hill.” 

Fisher,  who  is  from  Southern 
California,  started  her  professional 
life  as  a banker  working  with 
nonprofits,  including  the  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Alliance  Against 
Defamation  (GLAAD).  Her  work 
brought  her  to  San  Francisco,  where 
she  stayed  after  GLAAD  closed  its 
offices.  Having  been  a hobbyist  in 
the  kitchen,  in  2002  she  went  back 
to  school  to  further  develop  her 
culinary  skills.  After  working  as  a 
restaurant  line  cook  for  three  years, 
she  became  a pastry  chef  for  another 
five,  during  which  she  worked  at 
South-of-Market-based  Town  Hall. 
Her  time  there  inspired  her  to  imbue 
her  creations  with  the  rich  level  of 
care  now  characteristic  of  Baked’s 
pastries.

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How  Green  Will  the  New  Library  Be?

It’s  hard  not  to  miss  the  library, 
which  closed  for  renovations  on  May 
17.  2008.  The  Potrero  branch  was  a 
center  of  community  activity,  with 
the  annual  art  show,  children’s  story 
times,  and  the  warm  and  welcoming 
staff  that's  worked  there  over  the 
years.  Fortunately,  the  library’s 
renovation  is  proceeding  as  planned, 
with  an  expected  reopening  in  early 
2010,  according  to  Mindy  Linetsky, 
administrator  of  the  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Program,  a joint  project 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
and  the  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

In  addition  to  a host  of  other 
amenities,  the  reconstructed  library 
will  include  green  features.  However, 
the  building  will  not  be  LEED-

certified,  since  "the  plans  were 
drawn  before  San  Francisco  enacted 
its  LEED  ordinance  requiring 
buildings  over  5,000  square  feet  to 
be  certified  LEED  silver,”  explained 
Paul  De  Freitas,  head  architect 
for  the  Potrero  Branch  renovation. 
The  LEED  (Leadership  in  Energy 
and  Environmental  Design)  rating 
system  was  developed  by  the  U.S. 
Green  Building  Council,  a nonprofit 
group  of  building  industry  leaders 
that  promotes  environmentally 
responsible  building.  Qualified 
buildings  are  given  silver,  gold, 
or  platinum  LEED  ratings,  which 
represent  ascending  levels  of 
environmentally  sound  building 
features  and  energy  efficiency.  "The 
Potrero  branch  library  has  been 
designed  on  LEED  principles  to  a 
high  level  of  sustainability,”  even 
though  it  won’t  be  officially  certified, 
said  De  Freitas. 

For  an  ecologically  sound 
renovation,  an  architect  needs  to 
incorporate  design  elements  that 
will  reduce  a new  building’s  energy 
consumption  and  associated  carbon 
footprint.  As  is  apparent  to  anyone 
who  has  passed  the  library  over 
the  last  two  years,  the  renovation 
involved  almost  complete  demolition 
of  the  building,  leaving  only  the 
exterior  walls  intact.  Because  the 
original  library  was  built  in  1953, 
it  had  practically  no  insulation 


and  its  windows  were  single-pane. 
The  new  building  will  be  fully 
insulated,  with  high-performance, 
double-pane,  low-E  (low  emissivity) 
windows.  Low-E  windows  are  more 
efficient  because  heat  originating 
from  indoors  is  reflected  back  inside, 
thereby  keeping  warmth  inside  in 
the  winter,  and  infrared  radiation 
from  the  sun  is  reflected  away, 
maintaining  a cooler  building  in  the 
summer. 

They’ll  be  less  artificial  lighting 
in  the  new  library,  thanks  to  a design 
that  maximizes  the  natural  light 
entering  the  building.  “The  entire 
south  side  of  the  building  will  be 
floor-to-ceiling  glass,  and  the  north 
side  is  pretty  much  floor-to-ceiling 
glass,  too,”  said  De  Freitas.  “The 
great  views  you  had  from  the  back 
of  the  old  library  will  still  be  there, 
but  there  will  also  be  big  windows 
[about  13.5  feet  tall]  on  the  second 
floor,  expanding  and  extending 
that  fabulous  view,”  said  Linetsky. 
Skylights  and  clerestory  windows 
opening  into  a central  atrium  will 
provide  even  more  daylight. 

The  re-design  includes  a natural 
ventilation  system,  which  should  keep 
interior  temperatures  comfortable 
even  on  the  hottest  days  of  the  year. 
Thermostatically  controlled  exhaust 
fans  will  punctuate  the  second  floor’s 
high  ceiling.  When  necessary,  those 
fans  will  pull  warm  air  up  through 


the  atrium,  replacing  it  with  cooler 
air  from  the  operable  windows  on 
the  south  wall. 

While  the  library  won’t  have 
solar  panels  or  a living  roof  - budget 
constraints  prohibit  those  more 
expensive  options  - it  will  feature  a 
CCRC  (Cool  Roof  Rating  Council)- 
certified  cool  roof.  Cool  roofs  are 
made  of  materials  that  reflect  the 
sun’s  energy  back  from  the  roof 
surface.  This  keeps  the  building’s 
interior  cooler  on  hot  days,  and  it 
reduces  the  urban  heat  island  effect, 
which  forms  as  an  area  becomes  more 
developed,  replacing  vegetation  with 
asphalt  and  concrete.  These  surfaces 
tend  to  absorb,  rather  than  reflect, 
the  sun’s  heat.  If,  at  some  point  in 
the  future,  the  community  decides  to 
fund-raise  to  gather  money  for  solar 
panels,  the  new  roof  will  be  suitable 
for  installing  them. 

Throughout  the  building,  low- 
VOC  (volatile  organic  compounds) 
products  - paints,  finishes,  varnishes, 
adhesives,  and  sealants  - will  be 
used.  Volatile  organic  compounds 
are  responsible  for  that  strong  paint 
smell  that  typically  lasts  for  days.  No- 
and  low-VOC  products,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  manufactured  to  release 
no,  or  minimal,  VOC  pollutants,  and 
they’re  nearly  odor-free.  As  VOCs  are 
considered  detrimental  to  people’s 
health  and  to  air  quality,  this  is  an 
important  green  feature.

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Private  Play  Spaces  Pop-up  as  Government 
Support  for  Parks  Shrinks

With  summer  taking  its  final  lap. 
many  parents,  and  their  children,  are 
looking  for  that  last  spot  to  linger 
before  the  (too  soon;  not  soon  enough) 
start  of  the  school  year.  Ongoing 
budget  pressures  are  shrinking 
publicly  available  outdoor  activities, 
and  the  Potrero  Hill  branch  library 
is  closed  for  renovation,  forcing 
some  residents  to  look  for  privately- 
sponsored  play  spaces  to  occupy  their 
children's  time. 

Venerable  Jackson  Park,  at  the 
corner  of  Arkansas  and  17th  streets, 
was  created  in  1855.  In  what  was 
then  called  Potrero  Nuevo.  Jackson 
Square  was  “undeveloped  and 
virtually  ignored  for  more  than  75 
years,"  according  to  San  Francisco 
Parks  and  Playgrounds:  1839-1990. 
The  park’s  playground  was  built  in 
the  20th  century,  and  now  features 
a fenced-in  sand  area  and  play 
structures  suitable  for  the  very  young 
and  the  just  young. 

Earlier  this  year  the  number  of 
after  school,  karate  and  other  youth 
programs  offered  at  the  park  was 
reduced  due  to  budget  cuts.  Last 
month,  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department  (RPD)  issued  an  abrupt 
notice  that  due  to  “a  construction 
problem  with  Jackson  Clubhouse 
that  we  would  like  to  remediate 
right  away”  the  facility  was  being 


closed,  though  the  play  grounds 
will  remain  open.  “We  have  been 
working  with  structural  engineers 
who  have  identified  some  repair  work 
needed  on  the  clubhouse,”  Steven 
Cismowski,  RPD  neighborhood 
service  area  manager,  said.  “Part  of 
that  work  will  deal  with  hazardous 
materials.  Until  more  assessments 
are  made,  we  will  not  fully  know 
the  extent  of  the  repairs  needed. 
As  a precaution,  we  have  relocated 
interior  programs  to  Potrero  Hill 
Recreation  Center."  According 
to  RPD  outreach,  education,  and 
customer  service  manager  Lisa  Seitz 
Gruwell,  no  time  table  has  been  set 
for  the  repairs. 

Indiana  Street  resident  Jackie 
Knutson  is  sad  to  see  the  programs 
go.  “When  I first  had  my  baby  we 
went  park  hopping  a lot  until  we 
found  Jackson  Park,”  she  said.  “It 
has  such  a community  feel  to  it.  My 
son  loves  it  because  there  are  always 
so  many  kids  to  play  with.  Director 
Mike  Bross  invited  my  son  to  come 
and  join  their  baseball/soccer  class 
on  Saturday  mornings.  After  that  we 
were  hooked  and  signed  up  for  their 
playgroups  and  Friday  afternoon 
sports  class.  Also  we  love  the  garden. 
Mike  would  take  the  kids  back  to 
the  garden  and  let  them  water  the 
plants.  I now  have  a new  baby  and 


was  hoping  to  be  able  to  do  a lot  of 
the  same  programs  with  her.” 

Eighteenth  Street  resident  Renee 
Tan  started  Jackson  Playground’s 
after  school  program  when  her 
oldest  child  began  school  in  2006. 
“It  started  as  a two  day  a week 
program  and  has  turned  into  a five 
day  a week  program,  with  a waiting 
list,"  Tan  said.  “I  think  the  Jackson 
Park  programs  are  really  important 
because  they  help  foster  community.” 
For  those  with  coins  in  their 
pockets,  the  neighborhood  offers  a 
few  private  play  options  while  the 
branch  library  and  Jackson  Park 
clubhouse  are  closed.  Pump  It  Up’s 
Inflatable  Party  Zone,  on  Mendell 
Street  near  City  College  of  San 
Francisco’s  Evans  campus,  has  15 
foot  tall  inflatable  slides  that  kids 
can’t  resist,  an  inflatable  climbing 
wall,  and  a mini-obstacle  course. 
Just  a couple  blocks  off  Third  Street, 
owners  Shahab  Layeghico  and  Fay 
Toolami  invite  children  of  all  ages 
to  bounce  their  way  to  ecstasy. 
According  to  Assistant  Manager 
Sophie  Formosa.  Pump  It  Up  is  often 
compared  to  Chuck  E.  Cheeses,  but 
it  offers  more  privacy  and  no  arcade. 
“There  are  two  large  arenas  and  each 
one  has  a different  variety  of  huge 
inflatables  with  slides,”  Formosa 
said.  Birthday  parties  are  common. 


but  kids  age  two  to  10  can  drop  by 
Monday  and  Friday  from  10:30  a.m. 
to  12  p.m.,  and  Wednesday  from 
3:30  p.m.  to  5 p.m.,  for  $10  Pop-In 
Playtime. 

Donte  Brown  visits  Pump  It  Up 
almost  weekly  because  his  two  sons. 
Nate,  seven,  and  Owen,  two,  love  the 
big  slides.  “The  play  helps  with  hand 
eye  coordination  and  teaches  them 
to  play  nice,"  Brown  said.  “It’s  good 
to  be  at  a place  where  everyone  has 
a common  interest.” 

“We’ve  had  15-year-old  parties, 
25-year-old,  40-yr-old,  some  business 
parties,”  Formosa  said.  “There  are 
no  age  or  height  or  weight  limits 
on  the  inflatables.  We  guarantee 
that  kids  will  be  ready  for  nap  time 
after  a party  here.”  Pump  It  Up 
opened  in  January,  and  is  part  of  a 
franchise  that’s  individually  owned 
and  operated.  “We’re  doing  well  for 
our  first  six  months,  though  summer 
has  slowed  down”  Formosa  said. 

MyGym  and  recess  urban 
recreation  offer  more  directed  play 
opportunities.  Both  spaces  have 
combined  traditional  gym  elements 
with  their  own  approach  to  play 
time.  MyGym  opened  in  2005  in  one 
of  Esprit  Corporation’s  remodeled 
buildings  on  Minnesota  Street.

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Resident  Creates  Garden  at  280  Off-Ramp

In  2008,  Annie  Shaw  noticed 
a potted  princess  plant  left  on  the 
side  of  the  road  in  her  neighborhood 
near  18th  Street  and  Pennsylvania. 
A couple  of  days  later,  she  noted  that 
the  plant  was  out  of  its  container, 
lying  on  its  side,  looking  pretty 
miserable.  Still  later,  she  found 
that  the  plant  had  been  planted  in 
the  open  space  area  at  Pennsylvania 
and  18th  that  she  could  see  from  her 
apartment  across  the  street.  A Good 
Samaritan  had  obviously  taken  pity 
on  the  plant,  and  tried  to  give  it  a new 
lease  on  life. 

That  small  action  planted  a seed 
for  Shaw.  Why  couldn’t  she  plant  in 
that  space?  Over  the  course  of  her 
five  years  living  in  the  neighborhood. 
Shaw  had  watched  as  mature  pine 
trees  on  the  plot  had  been  cut  down, 
reducing  it  to  a barren-looking  patch 
of  wood  chips  and  dog  doo. 

Shaw  went  to  the  San  Francisco 
Botanical  Society’s  annual  plant 
sale.  When  she  told  the  folks  selling 
there  that  she’d  come  to  buy  plants 
to  beautify  an  empty  city  lot, 
they  promptly  deeply  discounted 
everything  she  bought.  This  was 
the  beginning  of  an  outpouring  of 
generosity  and  good  will  that  Shaw 
has  experienced  as  a result  of  her 
work  at  the  Pennsylvania  Garden. 
“I  lived  right  across  the  street  from 
the  garden  for  five  and  a half  years, 
and  I never  met  any  of  my  neighbors," 


said  Shaw.  “But  I’ve  gotten  to  know 
so  many  neighbors  since  I started 
working  in  the  garden.  People  have 
come  up  and  volunteered  to  do  all 
sorts  of  things  to  make  the  garden 
happen." 

Ron  Lester,  an  ironworker,  Hill 
resident,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer 
of  the  Iron  Maverick  metal  shop, 
offered  to  make  an  arch  for  the 
garden.  The  result  is  a beautiful,  one- 
of-a  kind  entrance  with  a large  “PG” 
incorporated  into  the  design.  Gary 
Brickley,  whose  business,  Brickley 
Production  Studios,  is  next  door  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Garden,  is  finishing 


a unique,  six-foot-long  bench  he 
made  especially  for  the  space. 
Brickley  also  did  the  calculations 
necessary  to  figure  out  the  correct 
proportions  for  the  steps,  and  then 
helped  install  them.  About  half  of  the 
garden’s  plants  have  been  donations, 
through  Craig’s  List,  direct  gifts, 
and  anonymous  surprises  left  at  the 
site.  Shaw  paid  for  the  rest  of  the 
plants  from  her  own  pocket,  or  grew 
them  from  seeds  in  her  apartment. 
Many  of  the  plants  are  natives;  all 
are  drought  resistant,  creating  an 
oasis  that  - after  the  plants  are  fully 
established  - should  require  minimal 
watering.  The  result  consists  of  800 
to  1,000  plants  in  about  170  genera, 
within  which  approximately  400 
species  are  represented.  Though  she’s 
the  daughter  of  two  avid  gardeners, 
the  Pennsylvania  Garden  is  Shaw’s 
first  foray  into  cultivation. 

The  garden  is  on  Caltrans 
property,  where  the  Mariposa  Street 
off-ramp  spills  onto  Pennsylvania 
Avenue.  Shaw  has  been  gardening 
it  under  the  auspices  of  Caltran’s 
Adopt-a-Highway  program,  which 
has  allowed  her  access  to  a water 
source  to  keep  the  garden  healthy. 
But  the  Adopt-a-Highway  program 
has  some  restrictions,  including 
prohibitions  against  arbors,  trellises, 
arches,  benches,  and  boulders;  some 
of  the  very  features  that  Potrero 
Hill  neighbors,  such  as  Lester  and 
Brickley,  have  chosen  to  contribute. 
Shaw  will  meet  with  Caltrans 
representatives  to  discuss  the  issue, 
and  has  posted  an  online  petition, 
http://www.thepetitionsite.eom/l/ 
save-pennsylvania-garden,  for 
neighbors  to  sign  in  support  of 
Caltrans  relaxing  their  restrictions 
at  the  Pennsylvania  Garden. 

“We  don’t  grow  food  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Garden  because 
CalTrans  won’t  allow  it,"  said  Shaw. 
And,  she  adds,  with  good  reason. 
Her  first  big  task  at  the  site  was  a 
major  clean-up  of  dog  and  human 
feces,  used  hypodermics,  and  rotting 
batteries.  It  seems  quite  likely  the 
soil  is  not  the  sort  that  you’d  want 
your  carrots  to  grow  in.

FARIVIing  at  California  College  of  the

that  was  covered  with  weeds  and 
garbage.  Where  most  saw  an  eyesore, 
Waxman  saw  a community  design 
project  just  waiting  to  happen.

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Rebuild  Potrero  Project 
Seeks  Community  Input

Under  Hope  SF,  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  plans  to  replace 
the  existing  606  public  housing 
units  located  at  Potrero  Annex 
and  Terrace  with  an  equal  number 
of  new  public  housing  units,  and 
build  an  additional  units  offered  at 
a range  of  income  levels,  resulting 
in  an  economically  integrated 
development.  Nonprofit  BRIDGE 
Housing  is  leading  the  project, 
which  is  in  the  site  assessment 
and  physical  planning  phase,  with 
construction  unlikely  to  start  for  at 
least  three  years.  A final  site  plan  is 
expected  by  the  end  of  the  year,  with 
environmental  evaluation  of  the  plan 
to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  2010. 

BRIDGE  is  working  to  keep  the 
community  engaged  in  the  rebuilding 
process.  According  to  Ben  Golvin. 
the  project’s  community  relations 
manager,  “One  of  the  key  objectives 
of  the  community  building  effort  is 
to  ensure  as  broad  of  participation 
by  Terrace  and  Annex  residents  and 
the  full  Potrero  Hill  community 
as  possible  in  planning  for  the 
rebuilding.”  As  part  of  that  effort, 
BRIDGE  has  held  three  meetings 
with  Potrero  Annex  and  Terrace 
residents,  as  well  as  with  other 
Potrero  Hill  residents.  Upwards  of 
40  people  have  participated  in  the 
gatherings,  with  representatives  from 
the  Potrero  Branch  Public  Library 
and  the  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority  in  regular  attendance. 

Public  participation  is  a key 
element  in  the  project,  according  to 
Golvin.  “[It]  is  important  because 
one  of  the  goals  is  to  achieve  much 
greater  integration  of  the  redeveloped 
housing  development  with  the  rest  of 
Potrero  Hill,  both  physically  and 
socially.  We  want  the  rebuilt  Potrero 
Hill  housing  to  be  more  connected  to 
the  rest  of  the  community.”  he  said. 

Golvin  and  other  BRIDGE 
team  members  are  planning  a 
Community  Building  Workshop 
and  Community  Building  Day,  both 
to  be  held  in  August.  The  workshop, 
scheduled  for  August  6,  will  prepare 
participants  for  the  Community 
Building  Day,  planned  for  August 


29,  and  will  include  a presentation 
by  Joy  Bryngelson,  a community 
builder  from  the  Seattle  Housing 
Authority.  Bryngelson  spoke  at  the 
first  Community  Building  Workshop, 
held  in  May,  where  initial  ideas  about 
how  to  engage  the  community  were 
discussed.  The  Community  Building 
Day  will  feature  several  elements, 
including  a community  clean  up 
project,  food,  children’s  activities 
and  an  opportunity  to  review  the 
design  process  to  date. 

Participants  at  previous  meetings 
offered  ideas  about  ways  to  involve 
Potrero  Hill  in  the  Rebuild  Potrero 
project,  and  remove  the  barrier  that 
many  agree  exists  between  public 
housing  residents  and  the  rest  of  the 
Hill.  Attendees  also  discussed  ways 
to  gather  more  community  support 
and  trust.  Erecting  a community 
bulletin  board  and  developing  a 
logo  that  can  be  used  on  t-shirts 
and  banners  were  offered  as  possible 
solutions.  Golvin  explained  that  a 
bulletin  board  will  likely  be  located 
on  the  public  housing  site,  and  will 
showcase  ongoing  projects  and 
Rebuild  Potrero’s  progress.  When 
asked  why  she’s  participating  in  the 
planning  effort,  Uzuri  Pease-Greene 
explained,  “I  am  participating 
because  I live  here,  I don’t  want  to  see 
people  displaced  and  I want  to  have 
input  on  what  they  build.” 

In  addition  to  hiring  another 
staff  member  to  work  with  the 
residents,  neighbors,  and 
neighborhood  institutions,  among 
other  responsibilities,  the  community 
building  team  would  like  to  engage 
the  community  through  an  art 
project,  as  well  as  an  oral  history 
project  involving  youth.  A tile- 
making project  will  be  included  as 
part  of  the  Workshop  and  Community 
Building  Day,  with  Ruby’s  Clay 
Studio,  which  has  previously  helped 
with  a tile-making  project  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
lending  their  expertise.

Sex  Workers

“I  worked  in  brothels,  and 
brothels  are  all  about  who’s  the  new 
girl,”  said  a sex  worker  from  Toronto, 
who  entered  the  profession  two 
years  ago  and  immediately  moved 
to  Sydney,  Australia,  where  licensed 
brothels  are  legal.  “So  I’d  be  like,  hey 
I’m  the  Canadian  girl,  and  they’d  be 
like,  alright.  But  there’s  sometimes 
fifty  percent  less  guys  coming  in.” 

Bucking  the  trend,  demand  for 
Roberta,  a middle-aged  sex  worker 
from  Seattle,  who  left  a job  in 
corporate  accounting  six  and  half 
years  ago.  remains  steady.  ‘Tve  been 
hearing  so  much  about  the  recession 
and  I've  had  more  business  than  I’ve 
ever  had.  I think  there  are  definitely 
people  hurting  in  this  industry  but  I 
think  people  do  have  an  established 
reputation  with  regulars.  People 
are  more  afraid  to  just  play,  and  it’s 
being  seen  as  more  an  investment 
of  their  money.  If  they're  parting 
with  it  they  have  to  know  it’s  going 
to  work."  The  majority  of  Roberta's 
clients  are  people  dealing  with 
lifelong  neurological  disorders  who 
benefit  from  bodywork  and  sensual 
touch.  Her  clientele  is  considered  a 
niche  market,  but  she  works  hard 
to  maintain  a website,  consulting 
lawyers  to  make  sure  the  content  is 
legal. 

According  to  Roberta,  her 
attorney  cautions  her  against 
organizing  meetings,  where  she 
and  fellow  sex  workers  can  discuss 
health  and  safety  issues.  Since  Bush- 
era  anti-trafficking  laws,  such  as 
the  Trafficking  Victims  Protection 
Act  of  2000,  providing  support  to 
colleagues  in  the  sex  business  can 
be  considered  aiding  and  abetting 
prostitution  or  trafficking.  As  a 
result,  many  sex  workers  feel  they 
can’t  be  activists,  relying  on  allies 
or  former  sex  workers  for  political 
support. 

After  the  shuttering  of  Craigslist’s 
Erotic  Services  section  in  May,  the 
online  sex  trade  shifted  to  the  Adult 
Services  section.  However,  ads  cost 
$10  - with  associated  revenues  sent 
to  anti-trafficking  organizations  - 
identification  and  a phone  number 
has  to  be  provided,  and  postings  are 
screened  for  content  by  a Craigslist 
moderator.  The  changes  have  scared 
off  sex  workers  and  potential  clients, 
who  fear  that  law  enforcement 
could  be  looming  behind  the  screen. 
"Several  ladies  said  this  [Craigslistl 
is  my  main  money  maker,  and  it 
was  easier  to  screen  my  clients,” 
Acire  said.  “A  lot  of  the  ladies  were 
street  workers  before,  and  Craigslist 
helped  them  get  off  the  street. . .many 
of  them  went  back  to  the  streets.” 
According  to  Acire,  since  the  erotic 
services  section  closed  down,  clients 
are  paying  sex  workers  less.  Women 
who  were  charging  $150  to  $300  an 
hour  are  now  charging  $150  or  less. 
She  believes  that  the  phenomenon  is 
a result  of  a different  mix  of  clients 
since  the  Craigslist  change,  and 
new  sex  workers  coming  into  the 
profession  and  "not  knowing  what’s 
going  on.” 

"The  great  thing  about  this 
industry  is  that  no  matter  how  much 


we’ve  been  kicked  down,  we  always 
find  our  way  back  up,  even  if  it  does 
mean  going  back  out  to  the  streets. 
That’s  how  we  all  started!  They  were 
sad  and  mad  and  depressed  about 
(the  loss  of  Craigslist],  but  they  said 
we  all  need  to  feed  our  families.” 
said  Acire. 

According  to  Rachel  West,  a long- 
time organizer  for  U.S.  Prostitutes 
Collective,  more  people  turn  to  sex 
work  when  they're  left  with  no  safety 
net.  ‘‘They’re  talking  about  getting 
rid  of  basic  survival  money  like 
CalWorks;  things  you  can  fall  back 
on.”  said  West.  CalWorks.  the  state's 
welfare  program,  which  provides 
cash  assistance  and  support  services 
to  roughly  one  million  Californians, 
is  facing  draconian  cuts  due  to 
the  budget  crises.  "At  the  same 
time,  they’re  bringing  increased 
decriminalization."  said  West.  "San 
Francisco  spends  $1 1.4  million  a year 
at  least  on  busting  prostitution," 

West  and  other  sex  worker 
advocates  lobbied  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  vote  against 
the  Penalties  for  Violation  of 
Massage  Practitioner  Licensing  and 
Regulation  Ordinance,  but  in  June  the 
board  unanimously  endorsed  the  law. 
The  ordinance,  which  was  sponsored 
by  Supervisor  Carmen  Chu,  increased 
penalties  for  massage  parlor  owners 
who  violate  permit  requirements. 
Fines  of  up  to  $1,000,  or  up  to  six 
months  of  jail  time,  can  be  levied 
for  masseuses  wearing  revealing 
clothing,  operating  after  10  p.m.. 
employing  unlicensed  masseuses, 
or  not  displaying  a permit.  The 
ordinance  requires  any  business  that 
wants  to  provide  massage  therapy  as 
an  accessory  to  its  main  business  to 
apply  to  the  Planning  Commission  for 
permission,  and  demonstrate  that  the 
service  is  "necessary,  desirable  and 
appropriate  for  the  neighborhood." 
Massage  parlor  owners  who  are  fined 
or  whose  licenses  are  suspended  or 
revoked  must  reimburse  the  City 
for  all  enforcement  costs,  including 
inspection  time  and  attorney’s  fees. 

According  to  West,  concern  over 
human  trafficking  is  being  used 
to  target  and  deport  immigrants. 
She  pointed  to  Operation  Gilded 
Cage,  a 2005  nine-month  federal 
anti-trafficking  investigation  that 
resulted  in  raids  of  10  San  Francisco 
massage  parlors  by  400  federal  and 
local  police  officers.  In  that  case, 
more  than  half  of  the  one  hundred 
Korean  women  who  were  taken  into 
custody  were  deported.  While  the 
investigation  focused  on  cracking 
down  on  trafficking,  the  defense 
attorney  in  charge  of  the  case  said 
that  none  of  the  women  involved  were 
trafficking  victims. 

“Supervisor  Carmen  Chu  has 
used  trafficking  to  confuse  the  issue. 
San  Francisco  has  gotten  federal  and 
state  funding  for  anti-trafficking. 
There  are  financial  incentives  for 
keeping  it  criminalized."  said  West, 
adding  that  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  (SFPD)  received  $100,000 
for  anti-trafficking  enforcement.

Neighborhood  Gourmands 
a New  Place  to  Visit

From  the  street  it’s  hard  to 
discern  much  about  the  newly 
arrived  Horatius,  which  is  fills  the 
cavernous  space  at  350  Kansas 
Street,  formerly  occupied  by  Khyber 
Pass  furniture  store.  The  bifurcated 
blue  and  purple  shield  adorned  with 
an  H doesn’t  reveal  the  ambitious 
range  of  offerings  to  be  found 
inside:  “a  market  gallery,  bistro, 
wine  bar  and  event  venue  featuring 
distinctive  food.  wine,  home  and 
garden  products,"  according  to  the 
retailer's  website.  “The  name  is 
inspired  by  the  classical  Roman 
poet  Horatius... and  the  name  of  the 
founder.  Horacio  Gomes." 

Gomes  grew  up  in  Venezuela,  the 
first  son  of  a Portuguese  supermarket 
businessman.  He  moved  to  the 
United  States  in  1980.  and  received 
his  bachelor  and  masters  degrees 
in  advertising  and  marketing  from 
the  University  of  San  Francisco. 
After  founding  the  first  Hispanic 
advertising  agency  in  San  Francisco, 
HeadQuarters  Advertising,  he 
became  President  of  the  Association 
of  Hispanic  Advertising  Agencies  in 
2001.  He  will  be  moving  his  agency 
into  the  adjacent  space  at  360  Kansas. 

According  to  the  personable  bistro 
manager,  Chris  Vittorino,  Horatius' 
goal  is  to  fit  in  to  the  neighborhood, 
as  a sort  of  Ferry  Building  south. 
The  bistro’s  Mediterranean-inspired 
menu  has  a Portuguese  slant, 
with  a Californian  lightness  and 
sensibility.  Chef  Antelmo  Faria, 
previously  of  La  Salette  restaurant 
in  Sonoma,  combines  his  Portuguese 
heritage,  memories  of  family  meals 
in  the  Azores,  classical  restaurant 
training  and  Portuguese  heritage  to 
reinterpret  classic  bistro  fare. 

Horatius  offers  a dinner  menu, 
including  such  dishes  as  mussels 
with  spicy  linguiga  in  a vinho 
uerde-lobster  broth,  a panini-style 
sandwich  of  grilled  piri-piri  chicken 
and  sweet  onion  marmalade,  and 


pan-roasted  local  halibut,  served 
with  saffron  orzo  salad  and  salsa 
verde.  The  bistro  also  provides 
extensive  catering  menus  that  may 
be  tailored  for  home,  corporate  or 
private  events. 

Culinary  classes  are  scheduled  to 
begin  before  Thanksgiving;  Bay  Area 
chefs  and  culinary  personalities  will 
teach  in  the  demonstration  kitchen 
on  Monday,  while  Faria  will  hold 
court  on  Tuesday  evenings.  Classes 
will  focus  on  food  and  wine  pairings, 
cheesemaking,  sustainable  food 
sources,  and  other  topics. 

Horatius  also  offers  dinnerware 
from  Italy  and  Peru,  as  well  as 
ceramic  containers.  Among  the  home 
and  body  items  are  unique  host/ 
hostess  gifts,  such  as  gardens  in  a 
pail,  pot  or  a bag;  imported  gourmet 
items  like  corn  pasta,  fisherman 
salt,  or  Italian  tuna  packed  in  oil; 
imported  and  local  teas,  coffees, 
chocolates;  and  an  eclectic  array  of 
olive  oils  and  vinegars,  cheeses  and 
breads,  wines  and  beers.  Friday’s 
Finds  features  the  Chef’s  Special, 
a cheese  and  charcuterie  plate,  and 
four  two-ounce  tastings  of  rare 
and  difficult-to-find  wines  for  a set 
price.  Recent  guest  vintners  have 
included  Phil  Staehle  of  Enkidu  and 
Ryan  Zepaltas  of  Zepaltas  Wines. 
Also  planned  is  a wine  club,  which 
will  offer  quarterly  shipments  of 
carefully  selected  West  Coast  and 
international  wines. 

In  no  way  priced  as  a Food  Co., 
roughly  half  of  the  stories  items  are 
available  for  less  than  $20,  including 
three  of  the  eight  wines  on  offer,  a 
full  lunch  with  a glass  of  wine,  or  a 
potted  plant. 

Horatius  is  open  Monday  through 
Saturday.  The  bistro  offers  coffee, 
espresso  drinks  and  light  breakfasts 
at  7 a.m..  Seated  lunch  is  available 
from  11  a.m.  through  3 p.m.,  and 
prepared  salads  and  sandwiches  are 
available  throughout  the  day.

Fair,  Weather,  Fans 
Spells  New  Giants  Event

While  the  streets  of  San  Francisco 
teem  with  people  perusing  summer 
street  fairs  and  festivals  that  may 
sprawl  over  a few  blocks,  no  single 
overarching  event  binds  city  dwellers 
together.  Unlike  20  of  the  state’s 
58  counties.  San  Francisco  doesn’t 
host  a county  fair.  And  that’s  what 
makes  the  Giants  County  Fair  such 
an  appealing  event,  according  to 
Jens  Weiden,  marketing  manager  for 
Giants  Enterprises,  a subsidiary  of 
the  Giants  baseball  franchise  that 
coordinates  non-baseball  events  in 
and  around  the  ballpark.  “A  fair 
just  makes  sense,”  he  said.  “It’s  the 
quintessential  summer  family  event." 

Hosting  a fair  - with  f erris  wheel . 
cotton  candy,  live  music  and  carnies  - 
during  the  early  part  of  July  has  been 
on  Giants  Enterprise's  agenda  for 
years.  DuringJuly  the  Giants  usually 
go  on  All-Star  break,  and  there  are  no 
games  or  other  festivities  attracting 
people  to  AT&T  Park.  This  year,  the 
1 1-day  fair,  held  in  the  McCovey  Cove 
parking  lot.  overlapped  with  four 
Giants  games  before  drifting  into  the 


All-Star  break. 

On  a sunny  Sunday  afternoon,  on 
one  of  the  fair’s  first  days,  minutes 
before  the  start  of  a Giants-Padres 
game,  the  fairgrounds  bustled  with 
families  decked  out  in  black  and 
orange  sports  paraphernalia . Parents 
weaved  strollers  through  the  crowds, 
around  the  ring  toss  booths  to  the 
concession  stands  seeking  deep  fried, 
sugar-coated  treats.  “What's  not  to 
like?” said  peninsula  resident  Carolyn 
Putney  while  waving  to  her  children 
and  husband  who  were  spinning 
through  the  air  on  the  Tornado  ride. 
“It’s  clean,  the  people  arc  helpful 
and  friendly,  there  are  rides  for  a 
variety  of  ages,  games  for  different 
age  groups,  and  very  family  friendly... 
It's  the  little  things  in  life  that  make 
the  difference.” 

According  to  Weiden  the  company 
plans  to  make  the  County  Fair  an 
annual  event.  More  than  20,000 
people  visited  the  fair  this  year,  “an 
excellent  number  that  far  exceeded 
our  expectations."  Weiden  said.

SMOG  INSPECTION 
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FREE 
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Refrigerator  Shopping:  Do  Energy  Savings  Matter?

During  an  economic  downturn 
that's  prompting  many  of  us  to  test 
out  our  grandmothers’  secret  recipes 
- who  knew  tongue  could  be  so 
tasty  - rather  than  dine  out,  it  isn’t 
surprising  that  the  Best  Buy  near 
the  Potrero  Hill  Shopping  Center 
has  strategically  placed  “No  Interest 
for  18  Months!”  signs  all  along 
their  shiny  row  of  KitchenAide  and 
Frigidaire  refrigerators.  If  there's 
extra  money  to  go  around,  replacing 
an  old  fridge  may  be  one  of  the  few 
shopping  indulgences  that  can  be  fun 
and  pragmatic. 

Many  of  the  refrigerators  on  offer 
at  Best  Buy  feature  bright  yellow 
tags  promoting  futuristic-sounding 
features;  humidity  controlled 
crispers,  spill-proof  glass  shelves, 
and  fresh-lock  hydrators.  Gone  are 
the  days  when  a crushed  and  cubed 
ice  maker  was  the  gold  standard.  The 
new  mark  that  you’ve  made  it.  in  the 
refrigerator  department  any  way, 
is  a French-door  behemoth  with  an 
adjustable  temperature  deli  drawer. 

Other  signs  hang  less  prominently 
on  these  show  room  fridges;  small,  less 
brightly  yellowish  notices  are  often 
tucked  inside,  sometimes  stowed 
away  in  the  freezer  drawer.  Inside 
one  high-end  Samsung  model,  priced 
at  $2,399,  a yellow  Energy  Guide 


reads.  “Estimated  Yearly  Operating 
Cost  $65.  540  Kwh  estimated  yearly 
electricity  use.”  And  in  smaller 
print;  “Your  cost  will  depend  on  your 
energy  rates.  Based  on  2007  national 
average  electricity  cost  of  10.66  cents 
per  Kwh.”  Omitted  from  the  signage 
is  that  the  average  rate  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company’s  residential 
customers  pay  for  electricity  is 
almost  40  percent  higher  than  the 
national  average:  14.8  cents  per  Kwh. 

Alongside  a sticker  that  radiantly 
explains  how  the  “Fans  Cool  Freezer 
and  Fridge  Separately— No  Flavor 
Mix."  the  Energy  Guide  seems,  and 
is.  government-issued.  Following  the 
instructions  to  “Ask  about  energy 
star.”  a suggestion  that  appears  on 
a handful  of  fridges  that  feature  the 
Energy  Star  logo,  an  inquiry  is  made 
to  Best  Buy  sales  representative. 
Scotty.  According  to  Scotty,  to 
qualify  for  an  Energy  Star  rating,  a 
refrigerator  must  use  10  percent  less 
electricity  than  the  federal  standard, 
an  average  kilowatt  use  that  depends 
on  the  amount  of  space  the  fridge  is 
cooling. 

According  to  the  female  end  of  a 
couple  plying  the  refrigerator  aisle, 
who  were  searching  for  a coupon 
offering  free  fridge  disposal  and 
delivery,  "size  and  style  is  really 


important,”  not  energy  savings.  Her 
husband,  upon  reflection,  disagrees. 
“If  the  fridges  were  different  models 
but  roughly  the  same  price  I would 
most  likely  go  with  the  one  with 
energy  savings,”  he  said. 

Scotty  asserts  that  shoppers 
looking  for  larger,  more  expensive 
fridges  - as  well  as  hefty  households 
whose  family  members  open  the 
doors  frequently  - seem  more  inclined 
to  ask  about  Energy  Star  savings. 
Best  Buy  sales  representative  Jeremy 
related  that  roughly  30  percent  of 
the  store’s  customers  inquire  about 
energy  savings.  “Overall,  between 
different  models  in  the  same  price 
range,  it's  not  a huge  difference, 
maybe  $5  to  $15  a year,”  he  said. 
Jeremy  typically  communicates 
savings  as  an  annual  amount,  even 
though  most  shoppers  ask  him  how 
much  they  might  save  monthly.  He 
also  asserted  that  using  the  humidity 
controlled  crisper,  and  producing 
a ton  of  ice  for  a party,  doesn’t 
trigger  significant  electric  utility  bill 
impacts. 

A closer  look  at  the  Energy 
Guides  provides  a sense  of  how  a 
consumer's  utility  bill  might  change 
over  the  course  of  a year  depending 
on  what  fridge  model  they  buy.  The 
annual  utility  cost  to  operate  new 
low-  to  mid-cost  fridges  ranges 
from  roughly  $42  to  $60.  More 
expensive  models  might  cost  from 
$57  to  $80  annually.  For  example, 
a Frigidaire  refrigerator  that  costs 
$549  will  trigger  about  $51  a year 
in  utility  bills,  compared  to  similar 
models  which  might  cost  $42  a year 
to  run.  Saving  $10  a year  seems  like 
small  beans  compared  to  the  upfront 
cost  of  upwards  of  $1,000  for  a new 
appliance.  But  if  the  refrigerator  last 
a decade,  the  savings  add  up,  to  $100, 
or  10  percent  of  the  original  cost. 

While  the  energy  savings  may  be 
modest  when  compared  to  similarly- 
sized  new  refrigerators,  when  the 
comparison  is  between  a brand  new 
fridge  and  an  old,  energy-hogging 
appliance  the  outcome  changes 
entirely.  According  to  Dogpatch- 
based  nonprofit  San  Francisco 
Community  Power,  a 1989  Hotpoint 
refrigerator,  which  they  found 
at  a low  income  Mission  District 
household,  consumes  800  kilowatts- 
hoursayear.  Over  a 12-month  period 
the  frugal  family  of  two  - who  barely 


used  any  electrical  devices  - paid 
only  $85  for  electricity,  but  almost  80 
percent  of  that  amount  was  to  power 
the  frig.  Replacing  the  Hotpoint  with 
an  energy  efficient  appliance  would 
cut  the  families’  electricity  bill  by 
roughly  40  percent. 

SF  Power  estimates  that  there  are 
25,000  fridges  located  in  low  income 
San  Francisco  households  that  could 
be  cost-effectively  replaced.  If  these 
appliances  were  swapped  out  for 
more  efficient  models,  net  savings 
would  amount  to  more  than  $300,000 
a year,  with  almost  9 million  Kwh 
saved  annually.  The  reductions  in 
electricity  use  would  also  avoid  6,000 
tons  of  COj  emissions  a year. 

Mission  District  resident  Omar 
Estrada  lives  in  a household  of  four. 
His  mother  constantly  complains 
about  their  leaking  refrigerator, 
which  they  can’t  afford  to  replace. 
According  to  Estrada,  the  family 
doesn’t  use  heat  during  the  winter, 
despite  bad  drafts,  because  they 
need  to  direc.  every  dollar  toward 
food  and  rent.  Their  Hotpoint 
refrigerator  consumes  roughly  700 
kilowatts  a year;  the  family  spent 
$207  on  energy  bills  last  year.  A 
more  energy  efficient  frig,  that 
consumes  383  kilowatts  a year  and 
costs  $450,  would  reduce  the  family’s 
energy  bills  by  18  percent. 

SF  Power’s  calculations  likely 
under-estimate  savings.  The 
calculations  are  based  on  kilowatt 
use  for  Hotpoint  refrigerators  that 
are  brand  new.  According  to  a 
recent  U.S.  Department  of  Energy 
report,  frig  efficiency  likely  declines 
by  10  percent  when  the  appliance  is 
between  five  and  ten  years  old;  20 
percent  when  fridges  are  between  ten 
and  fifteen  years  old;  and  30  percent 
when  the  appliance  is  older  than 
fifteen  years. 

Whether  a stainless  steel  French- 
door  refrigerator  has  an  alarm  lock 
and  temperature-controlled  fruit 
and  vegetable  drawer  may  be  a 
selling  point  for  some,  but  for  others 
who  are  cutting  corners  to  make  ends 
meet,  an  energy  efficient  refrigerator 
could  free  up  some  money  to  go 
toward  more  important  monthly 
expenditures.

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Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club  Examines  Pathways 
to  Better  Health  Care  Coverage

Last  month  the  Potrero  Hill 
Democratic  Club  gathered  together 
a group  of  experts  and  advocates  to 
discuss  ways  to  reform  the  nation’s 
expensive  and  inadequate  health  care 
system.  Justin  Davis,  a Potrero  Hill 
primary  and  urgent-care  physician; 
longtime  progressive  activist  Don 
Bechler,  who  chairs  Single  Payer 
Now;  Catherine  Dodd,  a registered 
nurse  and  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom’s 
deputy  chief  of  staff  overseeing 
Health,  Human  Services,  Aging 
Services  and  Children  Youth  and 
Family  Services;  and  Linda  Leu, 
organizer  for  Health  Access  and 
the  Health  Care  for  America  Now 
campaign,  spoke  in  front  of  more 
than  seventy  people  at  an  event 
moderated  by  DeWitt  Lacey,  the 
club’s  vice-president. 

According  to  Davis,  corporate 
interests  undermine  the  health 
care  system.  For-profit  insurance 
companies’  primary  goal  is  to  make 
money  for  their  investors.  As  a result, 
they  limit  health  care  access,  and 
offer  inadequate  reimbursements 
to  doctors.  These  policies,  in  turn, 
force  physicians  to  see  more  patients, 
reducing  the  time  spent  with  each 
one.  More  patients  trigger  the  need 
for  additional  administrative  staff 
to  bill  insurance  companies.  Davis 
would  like  to  see  the  adoption  of  a 
single-payer  system,  or  Medicare  for 
All.  which  would  eliminate  for-profit 
insurers,  and  create  a more  equitable 
system. 

Bechler  echoed  the  need  for  a 
single-payer  system,  favoring  either 
California’s  Senate  Bill  810,  authored 
by  Mark  Leno,  or  a national  bill 
sponsored  by  Congressman  John 
Conyers.  Bechler  emphasized 
that  health  care  reform  will  not 
work  unless  costs  are  contained, 
an  outcome  that  can  only  be 
achieved  if  for-profit  insurers’  role 
is  eliminated.  According  to  Bechler. 
analyses  of  state  and  federal  single- 
payer proposals  indicate  that  they 
could  save  billions  of  dollars  in 
administrative  costs.  “A  single- 
payer system  would  be  financed 


through  employment-related  taxes  in 
lieu  of  premiums,  co-payments,  and 
deductibles,  with  lower  net  costs  for 
most  consumers.” 

Dodd  described  Healthy  San 
Francisco,  which  is  funded  through 
employer  contributions  and  patient 
premiums,  and  relies  on  community 
clinics  to  provide  care.  Under  the 
program  there  are  no  insurance 
company  middleman  siphoning 
money.  Healthy  San  Francisco  has 
been  able  to  take  advantage  of  the 
electronic  record  keeping  already 
in  place  for  the  MediCal  system, 
keeping  administrative  costs  and 
individual  premiums,  at  an  average 
of  $288  a month,  low. 

Leu  described  President 
Barak  Obama’s  three  principles  of 
health  care  reform:  affordability, 
universality  and  choice.  She  said 
that  the  final  bill  that  emerges  from 
congress  would  likely  include  a 
public  option,  but  that  it  was  unclear 
what  form  that  option  would  take. 
An  audience  member  expressed 
concern  that  the  federal  proposal 
will  not  be  affordable  and  equitable, 
referring  to  recent  reports  that 
premiums  for  those  over  55  years  old 
would  be  considerably  higher  than 
premiums  for  younger  Americans.

core  of  me  let  go.  I see  a sign  for 
Formaggi  di  caprini  (goat  cheese), 
and  pull  off.  Before  me  lies  a 
classic  road.  I drive  through  its  long 
dreamy  passage  to  a medieval  stone 
farmhouse. 

There  I meet  Elisa  and  taste  all 
the  cheese  that  she  and  her  husband 
make.  I ask  her  if  she  knows  a place 
where  I can  park  for  the  night.  Why 
don't  I park  100  meters  down  the 
road  and  stop  by  for  coffee  and  fresh 
goat’s  milk  in  the  morning?  Now 
that’s  hospitality,  my  friends! 

So  here  I am  writing  you  from 
a meadow  in  Chianti,  30  feet  from 
the  stream  I bathed  in  this  evening. 
Tomorrow  is  my  birthday.  The 
greatest  birthday  present  I could 
have  is  to  be  warmly  welcomed  by 
strangers. 

August  5.  Ronciglione,  a town 
near  the  first  jazz  fest  I’m  attending 
with  jazz  greats  Kenny  Barron  and 
Shawn  Monteiro  is  a medium-small 
traditional  town  with  Etruscan 
and  Roman  foundations.  On  the 
main  piazza  is  a church  that  was 
bombed  in  World  War  Two  and  never 
restored.  Apparently,  a number 
of  bombs  were  unloaded  by  the 
American  planes  on  the  countryside 
as  they  headed  home  after  the  war 
because  they  had  too  many  bombs  to 
make  it  over  the  Atlantic.  This  is  a 
sad  part  of  World  War  Two  history 
that  I didn’t  know  about. 

In  the  middle  of  the  piazza  is  a 
beautiful  fountain  decorated  with 
arching  unicorn  heads.  One  day  last 
summer  a huge  swarm  of  bees  came 
swooping  into  the  piazza  from  the 
countryside.  It  was  hot.  Everyone 
was  drinking  coffee  in  one  of  the 
many  bars  on  the  piazza, 
or  shopping  at  the 
morning 


vegetable  market.  The  bees  swarmed 
around  the  fountain,  drinking 
thirstily  from  the  spray,  something 
bees  never  do;  they  usually  get 
their  moisture  from  flowers.  People 
scattered  in  every  direction, 
shrieking.  After  a few  minutes 
the  entire  swarm  fell  to  the  piazza, 
dead.  No  one  had  ever  seen  anything 
like  it. 

I’m  finding,  as  I rove  about  Italy, 
a stronger  rhythm  in  people’s  daily 
life,  an  ebb  and  flow  that  seems 
to  create  more  space  for  people 
connecting  than  in  the  states.  Every 
day  almost  everything  closes  from  1 
until  4 or  5 p.m.  That’s  inconceivable 
in  America.  The  effect  this  one 
difference  has  is  far-reaching. 

People  go  home  for  lunch  or 
meet  friends,  spend  time 
with  their  family  or 
take  a snooze.

July  26.  I'm  leaving  Lucca, 
Italy,  for  the  first  time  driving  the 
wild  beast  truck  campervan  I just 
rented.  I hit  the  autostrada,  got  to  the 
toll  gate  and  hesitated.  What  button 
do  I push?  What  do  the  signs  say? 
I heard  horns  and  cursing  behind 
me.  Francullo  straniera'.  Just  push 
a button,  any  button!  And  bingo  a 
ticket  appeared!  I grabbed  it  and 
was  on  my  way. 

First  stop  for  diesel,  Only  122 
euro  for  three-quarters  of  a tank! 
@%!#$^@$%^OK!!!!  Well,  it’s  got 
to  be  an  enormous  tank!  I didn’t 
want  to  drive  the  whole  way  on  the 
autostrada-,  I wanted  to  see  the  back 
roads.  There’s  Chianti  on  the  map 
just  south  of  here.  Someone  please 
pinch  me! 

Gorgeous  countryside.  Seemingly 
every  patch  of  land,  cultivated; 
grapes  one  way,  corn  another;  a 
field  of  olive  trees  and  now  a small 
zucchini  farm.  This  is  a core  way  of 
Italian  life,  whether  you’re  a gypsy 
living  besides  the  autostrada  or  a 
gentile  in  a villa  in  Chianti,  you  have 
a garden  as  big  as  you  can  make  it. 

Driving  through  this  quilt  of 
greenery  I feel  some  knotted  inner 


reopen  people  are  out  and  about 
again.  Pretty  nice,  unless  you  want 
to  conduct  some  kind  of  business  in 
the  mid-afternoon;  forget  about  it. 

September  15.  I spent  the  past 
few  days  in  Epidaurus,  sanctuary 
of  Asclepius,  superb  doctor-cum- 
god;  the  ancient  Greeks  tended  to 
turn  their  cool  people  into  gods. 
Epidaurus’  sanctuary,  though  a 
sketch  in  fallen  stones  and  pillars 
of  its  former  self,  has  a feeling 
of  openness  and  possibility,  a 
different  place  from  the  area’s  other 
Mycenaean  and  Greek  temples. 
Perhaps  that's  because  Epidaurus 
was  akin  to  ancient  Greece’s  Mayo 
Clinic.  People  came  here,  stayed  in  a 
hostel  and  were  guided  on  a process 
of  recovery  that  couldn’t  be  more 
relevant  today.  They  were  ritually 
bathed,  and  participated  in  a sacred 
meal  prepared  from  a sacrifice  to  help 
them  sleep  and  dream  a dream  that 
would  show  them  the  solution  to  their 
illness.  Asclepius  clearly  understood 
the  mind/body  connection. 

As  I walked  around  the  sanctuary 
and  the  ancient  theater,  site  of  the 
production  of  the  original  Greek 
plays  and  the  best  preserved  ancient 
theater  today,  I realized  Epidaurus 
embodies  two  things  that  are  relevant 
to  me:  healing  and  music.  I mustered 
up  the  courage,  stood  on  the  center 
stone  in  the  circle,  and  sang  for  about 
75  tourists,  on  the  same  stone  where 
other  singers  and  actors  have  stood 
and  let  their  voices  be  heard  for  the 
past  2,300  years.  The  acoustics  in  the 
theater  are  unearthly.  I was  hearing 
myself  as  though  I had  sophisticated 
monitor  speakers  in  a theater  that 
seats  12,000! 

The  next  morning  I dreamed  a 
dream. 
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Marylouise  Allen  Lovett  Passes 


Marylouise  Allen  Lovett,  79. 
died  peacefully  on  July  4,  2009  in 
San  Francisco,  after  several  years 
of  living  with  Alzheimer’s.  Bom  in 
Wallowa.  Oregon.  Lovett  was  the 
third  of  four  siblings.  Her  ancestors 
crossed  the  continental  United 
States  in  Conestoga  wagons,  and 
settled  in  eastei'n  Oregon.  She  left 
Corvallis.  Oregon  in  1952  for  San 
Fi'ancisco,  the  nearest  big  city  the 
offered  politics  and  jazz,  her  two 
life-long  passions. 

Lovett  pursued  a career  as  a 
freelance  campaign  manager  for 
city,  state  and  national  candidates 
and  issues.  A supporter  of  labor 
unions,  she  eventually  worked  for  the 
National  Association  of  Broadcast 
Employees  and  Technicians  and  the 
AFL-CIO.  taking  leaves  of  absence 
to  run  campaigns  when  inspired. 

Lovett  cared  deeply  about  civil 
rights  and  justice,  peace,  women’s 
issues,  equality  and  economic  parity. 
In  1965.  she  volunteered  with  the 
Student  Nonviolent  Coordinating 
Committee  in  Mississippi,  working 
on  the  Voting  Rights  Act  campaign. 
Lovett  served  as  a delegate  to  the 
United  Nations  Conference  on 


Women  in  Beijing,  China  and  was 
a Women’s  International  League 
for  Peace  and  Freedom  delegate 
to  the  World  Peace  Conference  in 
Budapest,  Hungary.  During  the 
1970s  she  campaigned  for  district 
elections,  and  was  instrumental 
in  extending  the  times  that  voting 
precincts  stayed  open,  making  it 
easier  for  working  people  to  vote. 

Lovett  held  many  volunteer 
leadership  positions,  including 
president.  San  Francisco  Young 
Democrats,  and  State  Chairman, 
California  Young  Democrats;  Board 
President.  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House;  and  President,  Women’s 
Democratic  Forum.  In  1988atribute 
to  Lovett  was  published  in  the 
Congressional  Record  at  the  bequest 
of  U.S.  Representative  Nancy 
Pelosi.  In  1999  Lovett  received  the 
Democratic  Women’s  Forum  Eleanor 
Roosevelt  Award. 

Lovett  is  predeceased  by  her 
husband  of  45  years.  Richard  Lovett: 
and  is  survived  by  her  daughter 
Rachel  Lovett,  and  stepchildren 
Peter.  Mary  Karen  and  Michaela 
Lovett.

parlors.  Why  is  that  a priority  in 
this  economic  crisis?"  asked  West. 
The  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Health  (DPH)  spent  a half-million 
dollars  on  attorneys  fees  to  defend 
itself  in  massage  parlor  cases  over 
the  last  two  years.  According  to 
West,  most  parlor  employees  ‘‘work 
consensually,  often  collectively  and 
with  no  force  or  coercion.” 

After  the  Trafficking  Victims 
Protection  Act  of  2000  passed  the 
U.S.  Congress,  a network  of  anti- 
trafficking  nonprofit  agencies 
funded  by  federal  and  state  dollars 
popped  up.  Standing  Against 
Global  Exploitation  (SAGE),  which 
was  founded  in  1992.  has  received 
millions  of  dollars  from  the  federal 
government  since  the  passage  of 
anti-trafficking  laws.  SAGE,  which 
works  directly  with  the  SFPD, 
DPH.  and  DA’s  office,  is  a treatment 
program  to  which  judges  refer 
arrested  sex  workers  in  exchange 
for  which  they  can  avoid  jail  time 
and  a conviction.  SAGE  operates  the 
First  Offender  Prostitution  Program 
(FOPP),  also  know  as  the  John’s 
School,  in  which  sex  purchasers 
and  purveyors  must  pay  up  to  $1,000 
and  attend  an  educational  program, 
or  face  prosecution.  “We’ve  talked 
to  women  who  have  gone  through 
SAGE,  and  there’s  very  little  in 
terms  of  real  services.  There’s  a 
lot  of  condemnation.  They  go  right 
back  into  it  afterwards.”  said  West. 


“We’ve  been  pressing  for  the  millions 
of  dollars  spent  on  criminalizing 
women  to  be  diverted  into  resources 
and  services.” 

According  to  West,  many 
sex  workers  are  single  mothers 
struggling  to  live  off  a welfare  grant, 
or  daughters  who  need  to  take  care  of 
their  elderly  parents,  whose  services 
are  also  being  cut.  Arrests  and 
convictions  mean  their  children  can 
be  taken  away  by  Child  Protective 
Services.  “If  a girl  gets  arrested  in 
San  Francisco  - she’s  a streetwalker 
supporting  her  family  on  the  corner 
- let’s  say  she  decides  not  to  fight  the 
case.  They  fine  her  $1,000  that  goes 
to  SAGE  and  the  District  Attorney's 
office.  I've  seen  girls  get  arrested, 
disappear  for  two  days,  and  go  right 
back  out.  When  they  send  them  to  the 
SAGE  project,  they  say  they’re  going 
to  correct  them.”  said  Acire. 

“In  a depression  whores  have 
always  made  out  when  other  products 
and  services  failed  to  survive. 
Countries  which  have  experienced 
World  War  I and  II  have  had  a much 
more  humane  attitude  toward  those 
women  who  have  hooked  to  survive.” 
said  Margo  St.  James,  founder  of 
St.  James  Infirmary,  a South-of- 
Market-based  health  clinic  run  by 
sex  workers.  “You  bet  more  women 
are  turning  to  sex  work  when  times 
are  tough,  but  the  abolitionists 
of  today  have  criminalized  just 
the  customers,”  said  St.  James. 
“This  has  resulted  in  more  violence 
against  women  and  the  efforts  here 
around  trafficking  are  just  as  bad. 
The  prohibition  keeps  racism  alive 
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and  well  and  makes  sex  work  more 
dangerous  than  AIDS  to  those  who 
do  not  have  resources.  But  that  is  no 
reason  to  misspend  the  monies  of  the 
taxpayers  on  repressive  enforcement 
and  continued  stigmatizing  of  women 
and  girls.”  Individuals  who  have  an 
arrest  on  their  record  find  it  hard 
to  secure  legitimate  employment, 
forcing  them  back  into  the  sex 
businesses.  "This  is  how  all  women 
are  controlled  and  exploited  for  their 
labor  at  home  and  in  the  work  force 
and  kept  divided,"  said  St.  James. 

Like  other  nonprofits,  St.  James 
Infirmary  has  seen  its  funding 
support  decline.  Last  year  local 
and  state  contract  monies  were 
cut  by  $125,000.  An  additional 
loss  of  endowments  and  individual 
donations  meant  that  the  clinic’s 
budget  had  to  be  reduced  by  40 
percent,  resulting  in  nine  lay-offs, 
fewer  clinic  hours,  and  the  closing  of 
their  outreach  program.  The  ongoing 
budget  crises  will  likely  trigger 
additional  funding  reductions  this 
year.  “We’re  a sex  worker  clinic 
only  open  to  sex  workers,”  said 
Naomi  Akers,  St.  James  Infirmary’s 
executive  director.  “If  we  close,  that 
really  only  impacts  the  sex  worker 
community.  If  we  close  services, 
they  just  need  to  go  to  other  clinics. 
Frankly,  I don’t  know  what  those 
clinics  look  like.”  There  are  no  other 
clinics  open  at  night  besides  St. 
James  Infirmary  and  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital’s  Emergency  Room. 
Akers  says  that  sex  workers  complain 
about  being  treated  differently  by 
their  providers,  who  focus  on  whether 
they  have  a sexually  transmitted 
infection  or  obsess  over  whether  they 
use  heroin. 

Shawn  works  out  of  Potrero  Hill 
and  the  Bayview  for  Pink  and  White 
Productions,  an  “award-winning 
feminist  porn  company  that  creates 
beautiful  and  gender-blurring 
images  of  queer  sexuality.”  Because 
Pink  and  White  serves  a niche 
market  and  has  an  international 
subscriber  base,  it  continues  to  do 


well  even  during  the  recession. 
However,  according  to  Shawn  other 
production  companies  are  suffering, 
and  sex  workers  in  the  production 
industry  are  struggling  to  find  work. 

Despite  Shawn’s  work  stability, 
she’s  been  affected  by  the  recession 
in  non-monetary  ways.  “It’s  vital  to 
have  legal  support  and  community 
that  can  be  a voice.  When  you  become 
vocal  you  become  visible,  and  when 
you  become  visible,  you  become 
a target,"  said  Shawn.  “Having  a 
network  of  peers  to  provide  emotional 
and  moral  support,  especially  in 
a time  when  services  are  being 
reduced,  is  a key  component.”  Cuts 
to  HIV/AIDS  treatment,  care,  and 
services  could  reach  $400  million, 
threatening  treatment  for  35,000  HIV/ 
AIDS  patients.  “The  outcome  we’re 
going  to  see  is  death,”  Shawn  said. 
"This  affects  our  entire  community. 
A lot  of  the  sex  work  community  is 
very  aware  of  what's  going  on.  It’s 
very  sad.” 

“People  need  touch,"  said 
Roberta.  “We  know  this  about  babies, 
and  then  as  adults,  there’s  something 
wrong  about  touch  if  it’s  not  in 
certain  sanctioned  ways.  We  need  to 
be  seen,  we  need  to  be  witnessed,  and 
we  need  to  be  sexual  beings  because 
that's  what  we  are.  People  are  numb, 
they’re  on  anti-depressants,  nobody's 
happy,  there’s  this  social  ill  that’s 
happening,  and  I don’t  believe  it’s 
a mental  illness  that’s  happening. 
I believe  it  starts  at  this  energetic 
level  that  people  are  so  disconnected 
from.” 

“I  love  my  life  so  much  more  now. 
I was  so  much  more  of  a whore  when 
I was  working  70  hours  a week,” 
Roberta  said.  “I  wake  up  loving 
my  days  instead  of  waking  up  to 
four  hours  of  sleep,  a pot  of  coffee, 
dragging  my  ass  into  the  office,  so 
that  someone  somewhere  up  the 
ladder  could  show  the  shareholders 
that  we  were  now  making  more 
money  than  we  were  last  year. 
Corporate  America  is  a deck  of  cards. 
I’m  so  happy  not  to  be  part  of  that.” 
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Going  to  War

Iraq  and  the  countries  that 
surround  it  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
drought.  In  response  to  worsening 
agricultural  conditions,  Syria  and 
Turkey  have  husbanded  water 
within  their  borders  and  limited 
the  southward  flow  of  river  water 
into  Iraq.  Bountiful  water  no  longer 
spills  from  the  banks  of  the  Tigris 
and  Euphrates  onto  once  fertile 
flood  plains.  Without  riverine 
irrigation  and  rainfall  runoff,  the 
Fertile  Crescent's  soft,  rich  earth  is 
being  transformed  into  high  salinity 
topsoil  that’s  poisonous  to  cash  crop 
agriculture.  When  unfiltered  water 
does  seep  into  bedrock,  its  high  saline 
and  mineral  content  contaminates 
well  water  - the  last  option  for  many 
Iraqi  farmers  - making  it  too  toxic  for 
agricultural  purposes.  Reminiscent  of 
Midwestern  United  States  during  the 
dust  bowl  era,  and  current  challenges 
in  parts  of  California’s  CentralValley, 
the  lack  of  water  has  led  to  vanishing 
greenbelts,  and  left  Iraq  prone  to 
baboob,  or  silt  storms. 

Honoring  the  Security  Agreement 
(SA)  between  Iraq  and  the  United 
States,  combat  troops  departed  from 
urban  areas  last  month.  Before  that 
occurred  I left  Victory  Base  Complex 
(VBC)  on  what  my  Army  friends 
affectionately  call  a "Doc  About." 
to  take  in  as  much  of  the  country  as 
possible  before  being  denied  access 
to  what  the  SA  designates  as  "cities, 
villages  and  localities.” 

At  “show  time”  - usually  two 
hours  before  lift  off  - the  helicopter 
flight  was  put  on  weather  hold.  The 
silt  storm  passed,  and  it  was  rotors 
skyward  at  1 a.m.  Intermittent 
baboob  caused  us  to  skip  some  stops, 
leaving  dozens  of  travelers  waiting 
for  a ride  stranded,  and  to  have  to 
swing  around  engine  damaging  silt 
storms  to  touch  down  at  Camp  Desert 
Fox  at  5 a.m.  At  9 a.m.  I learned  that 
my  flight  to  Irbil  had  been  cancelled, 
but  I could  get  closer  to  the  Kurdish 
capital  by.  weather  permitting,  flying 
as  far  north  as  possible. 

After  a three  hour  helicopter 
flight  across  barren  agricultural 
fields,  we  landed  in  Mosul  City. 
Unfortunately,  my  luggage  got  off 
several  stops  before.  In  addition  to 
interviewing  members  of  the  Iraqi 
Security  Forces  and  local  government 
officials  about  how  to  involve  tribes 
in  security  and  development  projects, 
I had  to  restock  at  the  Post  Exchange. 
As  a result  I wore  the  same  uniform 
over  the  next  two  weeks.  Flight 
after  flight  to  Irbil.  leg  three  of  my 
journey,  were  cancelled  due  to  wave 
after  wave  of  silt  storms.  But  having 
made  friends  with  the  flight  officer,  I 
managed  to  get  ahead  of  my  contacts 
by  flying  farther  north  to  the  border 
between  Iraq  and  Turkey. 

I met  the  Multi-National 
Corps-Iraq  Kurdish  Team  at  Habur 
(pronounced  Harbor)  Gate,  the 
main  overland  trade  route  between 
Iraq  and  Turkey.  Administered 
by  the  powerful  Barzani  family  - 


leaders  of  Iraqi-Kurdistan’s  most 
powerful  governing  party,  whose 
political  platform  includes  a semi- 
autonomous  Kurdish  homeland 
- millions  of  dollars  in  trade  goods 
come  through  Habur  Gate  daily.  I 
walked  half  way  across  the  bridge 
between  Hirkey  and  Iraq.  Beneath 
me  the  river  coming  into  Iraq  from 
Turkey  was  well  below  its  previous 
high-water  marks.  In  front  of  me 
an  endless  stream  of  trucks  passed 
in  both  directions  carrying  goods 
to  the  far  reaches  of  each  country 
and  beyond.  The  next  morning,  I 
conducted  interviews  with  Chaldean 
Christians.  Turkmen  and  Yezidi’s 
along  the  Syrian  border  and.  later 
that  day,  met  with  Kurdish  Regional 
Government  Officials  in  Dohouk 
Province  to  discuss  how  to  direct  aid 
to  these  internally  displaced  peoples. 
On  my  last  day  in  the  Kurdish  region 
I interviewed  locals  in  Irbil  coffee 
shops  about  upcoming  Kurdish 
elections,  and  visited  what  some 
claim  is  a 7,000  year  old  Citadel. 

I then  took  a midnight  supply 
convoy  to  Kirkuk  city.  Arriving 
at  5 a.m.,  I was  met  by  the  brigade 
commander,  who  said  that  a massive 
truck  bomb  had  exploded  in  the 
Kirkuki  Turkmen  suburb  of  Chai. 
In  response,  the  Army  was  preparing 
to  send  Meals  Ready  to  Eat  (MRE, 
otherwise  known  as  Meals  Rejected 
by  Everyone).  I suggested  instead 
that  they  buy  food  and  medicine 
from  Turkmen  relatives  living  in 
Kirkuk,  and  pay  them  to  transport 
the  supplies  to  their  grief-stricken 
relatives.  In  addition  I recommended 
that  the  Army  go  to  Chai  and  buy 
relief  supplies  from  the  locals  High 
marks  from  the  local  population, 
another  day  in  the  life  of  the  MNC-I 
Cultural  Advisor. 

Baboob  kept  me  grounded  on  my 
first  attempts  to  return  to  VBC.  But 
because  of  my  status  as  a member  of 
the  Command  Group,  I was  slotted 
to  fly  home  on  a general’s  personal 
aircraft.  I attended  several  town 
council  meetings  in  the  morning, 
and  arrived  at  the  airfield  just  as 
a medical  evacuation  plane  from 
Turkey  was  taking  on  some  of  the 
wounded  Turkmen  from  Chai.  The 
escort  on  the  general’s  plane  - a 
luxurious  Cessna-like  aircraft  - told 
me  that  I’d  be  sharing  space  with  a 
casketed  disembodied  arm;  what  was 
left  of  a soldier  who’d  been  killed  by 
a massive  deep  buried  improvised 
explosive  device.  “Was  I alright 
with  that,”  she  asked?  “Whoever  the 
soldier  was  she  or  he  had  earned  a 
ride  home."  I replied.  We  took  off  into 
clear  blue  skies,  and  in  a fitful  sleep 
my  mind  tried  to  attach  the  arm  to 
one  of  the  several  hundred  soldiers 
I’d  met  or  seen  through  the  constant 
silt  storms  on  my  Doc  About.

It’s  owned  and  operated  by  Marci 
Briskin,  a Richmond  district  resident 
and  mother  of  two.  “Business  is  good, 
but  we  have  definitely  been  affected 
by  the  economy,”  Briskin  said.  “I 
feel  very  fortunate  because  I think  it 
could  be  a lot  worse  and  it’s  actually 
been  pretty  good,  considering.” 

“We  do  classes  as  well  as  birthday 
parties,”  Briskin  said.  “Our  mission 
is  we  do  non-competitive  gymnastics 
classes  mixed  in  with  movement  and 
dance.  We  do  age  appropriate  classes 
where  we  break  it  down  per  age 
group.  Once  you  come  in  and  try  a 
free  class  and  you  want  to  sign  up  it’s 
$78  per  month.  You  come  to  a class 
once  a week  and  you  can  also  attend 
a free  play  once  a week.  Kids  are 
introduced  to  gymnastics,  then  they 
get  to  accustom  themselves  to  music 
and  dance.  It  builds  self-esteem  and 
they  try  lots  of  new  things.  They 
work  on  coordination,  agility,  and 
they  just  have  a good  time.  We  are  not 
about  who  does  things  first.  It's  just 
working  with  the  child  and  making 
them  feel  good  about  what  they’re 
doing  here  and  having  fun.” 

MyGym  doesn’t  have  the  large 
infiatables  or  a sand  box,  but  it  does 
have  a ball  pit,  a zip  line  and  a rock 
climbing  wall.  “At  22  months  and 
up  we  introduce  a new  toy  to  them 
every  week,  which  we  give  them  to 
manipulate  in  different  ways  and 
refine  gross  motor  skills,”  Briskin 
said.  “There’s  a definite  programming 
in  our  classes.”  MyGym  offers 
classes  for  kids  aged  from  roughly 
three  to  13-years-old. 

For  those  searching  for  a less 
structured  program  for  their 
children  under  seven-years-old. 
recess  urban  recreation  is  the  place 
to  go.  Lisa  Nowell  and  Kristen 
Jamieson  launched  the  Carolina 
Street  business  last  year.  “Come 
play!”  is  their  motto.  “So  many 
kids  are  over-scheduled  and  have 
class  after  class  after  class  but 
don’t  get  the  opportunity  to  just 


hang  out,”  Nowell  said.  “More  and 
more  research  is  coming  out  about 
the  importance  of  play  and  how 
vital  it  is  to  kids'  development.  So 
that’s  something  that  we  wanted 
to  provide.  It’s  for  developmental 
skills,  social  skills,  learning  turn 
taking  and  those  sorts  of  things, 
body  awareness.  Learning  things 
like  object  awareness,  like  this  thing 
is  lighter  than  this  thing  and  just 
exploring  their  environment.” 

“They  learn  so  much  and  I think 
especially  in  San  Francisco,  schools 
are  so  competitive  that  it’s,  T want 
to  get  my  kid  into  second  language 
immediately’,  and  when  they  turn 
two  they  need  to  be  on  a list  for 
preschool  and  all  those  things,” 
Nowell  said.  “To  let  them  just  play 
can  be  a little  daunting  for  kids. 
So  to  have  a place  where  people 
can  just  come  and  hang  out  is,  both 
for  the  parents  and  the  kids,  really 
important.” 

Recess  urban  recreation  has  the 
added  advantage  of  being  a block  and 
a half  away  from  Jackson  Park.  “A 
lot  of  people  like  to  mix  it  up  a little 
bit,"  Nowell  said.  "Come  on  inside! 
When  you  have  to  go  to  the  bathroom, 
you  want  to  have  lunch  inside,  you'd 
be  able  to  clean  the  kids’  hands  and 
all  that.” 

Not  as  brightly  colored  as  MyGym 
or  Pump  It  Up,  recess  urban  reflects 
the  open  space  and  clean  lines  of 
many  urban  homes.  Kids  can  tumble 
and  run  in  the  3,200  square-foot  play 
area,  but  can  also  attend  classes, 
like  messy  art  and  fun  with  food. 
There’s  story  time,  play  groups  and 
a safe  place  for  infants.  Fees  are 
membership  based,  like  MyGym, 
but  the  hours  are  broader.  Jamieson 
has  a physical  therapy  background, 
and  offers  massage  on  site  as  an 
accessory.  "You  can  feel  totally  good 
that  your  kid  is  having  a great  time 
and  you  can  also  have  a massage  or 
take  a pilates  class,”  Jamieson  said.

a Potrero  Hill  resident  who  is  active 
in  both  the  Coalition  of  San  Francisco 
Neighborhoods  and  Neighbors  of  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital.  “I  only 
know  of  one  means  of  air  transport,” 
she  said,  alluded  to  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital's  (SFGH)  proposed 
helipad,  which  the  hospital  put  on 
hold  because  of  Potrero  Hill  residents’ 
negative  response. 

An  analysis  prepared  by  Senate 
Committee  on  Limited  Government 
staff  criticized  AB  1272  as  overly 
vague.  In  a section  titled  “Say  what 
you  mean,”  committee  staff  pointed 
to  uncertainty  about  “how  much 
control  local  governments  would  still 
have”  over  helipad  siting.  Perhaps  in 
response.  Hill  pulled  the  bill  before  it 
could  be  voted  on  by  the  committee, 
and  amended  it  to  add  a section  to 
the  Public  Resources  Code  that  would 
state  that  a “lead  agency...  is  not 
required  to  consider  noise  impact... 
in  its  environmental  review”  of  any 
trauma  center  helipad  project.  This 
provision  prompted  opposition  from 
Sierra  Club  California,  and  objections 
from  staff  of  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Environmental  Equality.  “If  noise 
impacts  cannot  be  considered.”  the 
committee’s  bill  analysis  stated,  the 
“lead  agency”  would  be  unable  to 
deny  projects  based  on  excessive 
noise;  it  would  be  unable  to  consider 
measures  to  mitigate  that  noise;  and 
it  would  be  unable  to  subsequently 
deny  the  project  in  the  event  that 
those  mitigators  were  ineffective.” 
After  this  latest  analysis  was 
published.  Hill  amended  the  bill 
again,  eliminating  the  “ignore  noise 
impacts”  element.  The  Senate  Rules 
Committee  then  re-referred  AB  1272 
to  the  Health  Committee.  Because 
Hill  repeatedly  withdrew  the  bill 
before  a full  Senate  committee  could 
consider  it.  under  legislative  rules  it 


will  now  sit  idle  imtil  at  least  2010. 

The  bill  surfaced  toward  the  end 
of  heated  public  debate  over  whether 
SFGH  should  have  a helipad  of 
its  own.  Stophelipad.com,  an  anti- 
SFGH-helipad  group,  expressed 
fears  that  flown-in  non-resident 
patients  would  displace  locals  in 
the  hospital’s  waiting  rooms.  Critics 
of  SFGH’s  proposed  helipad  also 
pointed  to  state  mandates,  such  as 
Health  and  Safety  Code  1447,  that  a 
county  hospital  should  serve  county 
residents,  and  that  the  helicopters 
landing  atop  SFGH  would  primarily 
carry  people  from  outside  the  City. 
And  Stophelipad.com  points  out  that 
there  are  multiple  helipad  landing 
options  in  the  City.  According 
to  the  San  Francisco  Emergency 
Medical  Services  Agency  Manual, 
there  are  currently  “29  Emergency 
Medical  Service  helicopter  landing 
sites  in  San  Francisco  at  parks, 
parking  lots,  playgrounds  and 
intersections  ."Though  not  designated 
and  maintained  helipads,  these  sites 
would  allow  helicopters  to  safely 
touch  down  in  locations  throughout 
the  City. 

Potrero  Hill  Association  of 
Merchants  and  Businesses  President 
Keith  Goldstein  believes  that 
SFGH  has  attempted  to  demonize 
anti-helipad  groups  through  its 
public  relations  campaign,  while 
the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco,  which  plans  to  site  a 
helipad  atop  the  Children’s  Hospital 
on  its  Mission  Bay  campus,  set  a 
positive  tone  and  “worked  very  hard 
with  the  neighbors.”  District  10 
Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell  supports 
the  UCSF  helipad,  which  would 
not  have  been  affected  by  AB  1272 
because  Mission  Bay  doesn’t  include 
a trauma  center.  Last  month  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  endorsed  the 
UCSF  helipad,  setting  the  stage  for 
the  facility  to  become  operational 
in  2014.

Austin, 
a firm  but  sweet  58  year  old  African- 
American  with  two  children  and 
eight  grandchildren,  said  that  it  was 
very  hard  to  move  on.  but  that  her 
faith  gave  her  strength.  The  oldest 
of  ten  kids,  Austin  said  she’s  “been 
a caregiver  my  entire  life.” 

During  the  months  before  she  was 
laid-off,  living  with  the  likelihood  of 
being  let  go  made  it  “hard  to  come  to 
work  and  stay  positive  for  the  kids,” 
said  Austin.  At  the  center  Austin  led 
after  school  programs,  and  worked 
with  older  residents.  Her  aerobics 


class  served  people  from  age  16  to 
65.  Grandmothers  brought  their 
charges,  and  mothers  would  hang- 
out with  their  daughters.  “That’s  the 
bonding  time,”  explained  Austin. 
She  used  her  aerobics  class  to  teach 
the  importance  of  maintaining  a 
“healthy  mind,  body  and  soul,”  and 
is  now  looking  for  a new  space  in  the 
Bayview  to  teach  the  class. 

In  her  cooking  classes,  which 
catered  to  teenagers  who  were  used 
to  instant  food  and  had  never  baked 
anything  from  scratch,  Austin  taught 
basic  nutrition  and  healthy  eating 
habits.  Cooking  was  also  a way  to 
help  youth  hone  their  math  skills. 
“It’s  more  than  a job.  we’re  surrogate 
parents;  they  call  me  Auntie  Daisy 
or  Grandma  Daisy,”  she  said.  While 
she  collects  unemployment  and  looks 
for  another  job.  Austin  is  taking  an 
online  course  in  fitness  and  wellness, 
towards  certification  as  a nutritional 
health  instructor. 

According  to  Sophie  Turnipseed. 
an  RPD  employee  who  still  works  at 
the  center,  “you  can’t  run  it  with  a 
skeleton  staff.  It’s  hard  to  be  in  three 
places  at  once.”  “I  miss  the  kids.” 
said  Austin. 

Eleven  year  old  Tanysha 
Turnipseed.  a frequent  visitor  to 
Joseph  Lee  Recreation  Center,  said 
Austin  was  “fun  to  hang  out  with," 
and  helped  her  with  art  projects. 
Austin  took  Turnipseed  and  other 
Bayview  youth  to  the  Mission  to  look 
at  murals,  and  brought  in  Dewey 
Crumper,  who  painted  a mural  on  the 
original  center,  which  was  recently

recreated,  for  a visit.  “Daisy  is 
strict,”  Turnipseed  said,  but  “I  miss 
having  her  around.” 

“The  retention  and  support  of 
our  rec  centers  needs  to  be  one  of 
our  highest  priorities,”  said  District 
5 Supervisor  Ross  Mirkarimi. 
According  to  Mirkarimi.  restoration 
of  “laid-off  Rec  and  Park  Directors” 
should  be  part  of  ongoing  budget 
negotiations.  “Investing  in  Rec 
and  Park  service  is  one  of  the  great 
equalizers”  as  the  RPD  facilities 
are  used  by  “people  of  all  classes,” 
he  said. 

Brando  Rogers,  an  RPD  employee 
and  Potrero  Hill  resident  walks  her 
dog  through  Jackson  Playground 
every  day.  She  described  RPD 
facilities  as  places  where  people  of 
different  backgrounds  can  meet 
and  engage  in  activities  together. 
And  the  recreation  centers  are  “safe 
sites;”  when  there  is  shooting  or  other 
violence,  kids  know  they  can  go  to 
there  and  be  okay.  “Potrero  and 
South  of  Market  Rec  Centers  both 
function  that  way,”  said  Rogers. 

According  to  community  activist 
Troy  Christensen  fees  for  park 
services  are  inevitable  given  current 
budget  shortfalls,  but  that  "we  need 
to  protect  low  and  middle  income 
people."  Christensen  noted  that 
if  new  fees  are  put  in  place.  “60 
percent  of  kids  in  Soma  Rec  Center 
programs”  would  not  be  able  to 
participate  without  “a  low-income 
exclusion.”

Shaw  has  created  a green  space 
where  everyone  is  welcome.  “One 
dog  paw,  one  footstep,  one  curious 
child  pulling  up  a plant  can  doom 
it.  But  such  is  the  life  of  an  urban 
plant,”  said  Shaw.  A dedicated 
area  has  been  set  aside  for  dogs, 
with  compostable  poop  bags  and  a 
trash  can  for  depositing  them.  Paths 
encourage  respectful  movement 
through  the  space.  “I  hope  that 
everyone  in  the  area  sees  this  as  their 
garden;  they  own  it,  they  take  pride 
in  it,  they  take  care  of  it,”  said  Shaw. 
“I  want  people  to  love  and  enjoy  the 
garden." 

The  Pennsylvania  Garden  will 
be  one  of  the  gardens  featured  in  the 
September  13  Potrero  Hill  Garden 
Tour,  a fundraiser  for  the  library. 
The  Garden  welcomes  volunteers. 
Regular  monthly  workdays  occur 
on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month, 
from  12  to  2 p.m.  In  August,  the 
monthly  workday  will  shift  to  the 
15th.  Annie  Shaw  recommends  that 
those  intending  to  volunteer  check 
the  web  site  before  coming  to  keep 
abreast  of  any  scheduling  changes:
